A long-range housing development plan

The whole complex 
Is planned for a lOO-ocrc site Immediate- 
ly north of tho Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel and west of the race track, land 
now used for tho hotel golf course. 


Representatives of the Richards Group 


of Illinois, which Is planning the (level- 
opmcnt for Madison Square Garden 
Corp., said It may take as long as 20 
years* to completely develop tho 5,710 
units they are contemplating. 


The Immediate objective Is to build 267 


townhouscs on a 30-acro site northeast of 
tho hotel, Richards Group officials said.

CRANE CONCEDED that Rockefeller 


has the "managerial skills" required of 


cal considerations "should not be an 
overriding factor" in tho naming of a 
vice president. But, he said, presidents 
have traditionally sought qualified men 
who could add to party unity. 


"Gov. Rockefeller will be no plus to 


the party either in the 1974 or 1976 elec- 
lions," he said. 


Crane said the areas of greatest

DETROIT (UPI) - Ford Motor Co. 


President Lee A. lacocca Tuesday said 
the No. 2 automaker has little choice but 
to follow the lead of General Motors 
which is hiking the prices of its 1975 
models by an average $500 per car. 


GM's decision to increase prices on the 


'75s an average $500 a car brought sharp 
criticism from President Ford and calls 
for a rollback. GM, however, has begun 
shipping the new models to dealers with 
permission to sell them at the higher 
prices. 


The Ford Motor president blamed 


much of the upcoming increase and those 
of past years on government ordered 
safety and anti-pollution equipment. 


"Half of our costs in recent years have 


been for mandated equipment," lacocca 
said. 


Neither Chrysler Corp. nor American 


Motors Corp. have indicated the size of 
the price tags on their '75 models. 


lacocca said his company's before-tax 


profit per car Is now less than $100 and 
costs are going up at the rate of $50 per 
month, adding that the problem of rising 
costs is more serious than most people 
realize. 


"The appalling thing is that Ford Mo- 


tor Co. for the last four financial quar- 
ters has been running at a 1.2 per cent 
return on sales," he said. "We used to 
say that when a company's profit margin 
was under 2 per cent, it was in real 
trouble." 


President, in a White House statement 
said he would not ask Congress to rcim- 
pose wage and price controls to battle 
inflation. The wage-price monitoring bill 
was the first Ford-requested bill to clear 
Congress. 


On a related topic, presidential Press 


Secretary Jerry terHorst said Ford was 
aiming tentatively to convene his "do- 
mestic summit" on the economy in late 
September or early October. 


The President named L. William Sold- 


man, a Grand Rapids, Mich., public ac- 
countant and longtime adviser, to be ex- 
ecutive director of the summit meeting.

Transit bill slashed, 
but no bigger trucks 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Tuesday passed a sharply reduced $11 
billion mass transit aid bill after over- 
whelmingly killing a section that would 
have allowed bigger trucks on the inter- 
state highway system. 


Reacting to a veto threat by President 


Ford, the House voted 257 to 155 to cut 
the bill from $20 billion to $11 billion. 


A section of the bill that would have 


allowed states to increase maximum 
truck weight from 73,280 pounds to as 
high as 90,000 pounds was voted down 
after an emotional speech by Rep. 
Wayne Hays, D-Ohlo, who warned House 
members they would have to face tho 
voters in November and not truck driv- 
ers, who he said were "the worst law 
violators there are in the country." 


The bill now goes to the Senate where 


a similar bill is in committee. 


Ambassador Davies' death 
considered assassination

The fatal shooting of U.S. Ambassador 


Rodger P. Davies in tho American Em-' 
bossy on Cyprus appeared to be a delib- 
erate assassination, diplomatic sources 
said Tuesday. 


The Cyprlot government said arrest 


warrants had been Issued for three 
Greek Cypriots in connection with the 
slaying. One report said they already 
had been taken into custody. 


All of the 40 or more shots fired at the 


embassy during a riotous anti-American 
demonstration by Greek Cypriots Mon- 
day were directed at either Davies' of- 
fice or his penthouse apartment, the 
sources said. "They obviously knew what 
they were shooting at." 


Davies, 53, fell with a bullet in the 


chest on a second-floor corridor and a 32- 
year-old secretary was shot dead while 
rushing to help him. 


No fighting was reported Tuesday on 


Cyprus. But a Turkish Cypriot spokes- 
man said a sniper's bullet killed a 
9-year-old Turkish boy on his way home 
in the Turkish Cypriot section of Nicosia 
in the first reported incident of violence 
on the island in 24 hours. 


In London, the Foreign Office said the 


United States and Britain have started a 
new Cyprus peace probe aimed at even- 
tual agreement among the principal par- 
ties Involved — Greece, Turkey, and the 
Greek and Turkish Cypriots — on a "sov- 
ereign, independent state of Cyprus" 
with autonomy for the two groups on the 
Island.

Even 'experts9 puzzled by effects of the 


stuffy but warn of dangerously high levels

If I ho recent announcements of ozono 


watches and alert* for metropolitan Chi- 
tngo have left you more confused than 
concerned, you're not alone. 


The confusion about ozono Is not only 


prevalent among moat citizen), but It ex- 
tends to pollution experts and to the very 
agencies that have been Issuing warnings 
about the ozono levels. 


Not too many years ago ozono was be- 


lieved to bo a hoathful Ingredient of air 
which purified the air and invigorated 
people. 


Now, however, medical experts In- 


cluding the director of the Chicago Lung 
Assn., say ozono Is bad for you. especial- 
ly If you are already suffering from lung 
disease or arc very young or very old. 


D i c t i o n a r y definitions reflect the 


change in thinking, defining ozono first 
as poisonous or Irritating gas and second 
as "pure and refreshing air." 


ONE IlEASON for all the recent atten- 


tion to ozone Is that this is the first year 
environmental agencies, acting under 
federal clean air legislation, hove begun 
to measure the quantities of ozono In tho 
air. 


Tho publicity Is also accentuated by 


Mysterious stuff tough 
to do aivay ivith, control 


Ozone is the kind of chemical you 


would expect to read about In science 
fiction, not run Into In your neighbor- 
hood park. 


The much-publicized gns. actually 


a combination of three molecules of 
atomic oxygen, has bizarre proper- 
ties that puzzlo scientists as well as 
laymen. 


For ono thing, It causes rubber to 


deteriorate or crack. It also can 
damage plants and trees. It eats ny- 
lon sto'ikings. 


But high concentrations of ozone In 


the stratosphere at a distance of 10 
to 33 miles from earth screen out 
much of the ultraviolet radiation 
which would otherwise be harmful to 
man. 


OZONE IS poisonous. But some 


laboratory experiments mixing it 
with other gases have shown that low 
levels of ozone can bo more toxic 
than high levels. 


Although air pollution experts say 


that the high pollution levels in cities 
cause production of ozone on sunny 
days, they are unablo to explain tho 
phenomenon that tho highest levels 
of ozone in tho Midwest have been 
found in central Wisconsin where 
there are few trappings of civ- 
ilization. 


I Ugh concentrations on mountain 


tops and in rural areas, nro some- 


times attributed to meteorological 
conditions. Yet experiments show 
that only a small amount of ozone Is 
produced by electrical storms. 


OZONE LEVELS generally arc 


highest in tho afternoon and lowest 
at night. Sea breezes contain higher 
levels of ozone than normal air. 


Described by one scientist as 


"about 1,000 times more poisonous 
than tho much f c a r o d carbon 
monoxide," Ozone is used com- 
mercially as a bleach or disinfectant. 


Ozone Is colorless or faintly blue. It 


has a distinctive odor somewhat like 
that of chlorine and is given off by 
electric motors. 


Not at all amusing arc the ex- 


periments which have shown ozone 
causes decreased fertility In animals. 
Somo scientists say the effects of the 
ozone on the lungs arc irreversible. 


Even more eerie Is the current in- 


ability of scientists to control high 
levels of ozone when they are found. 


Robert Zeller of the U.S. Environ- 


mental Protection Agency explains 
that currently there Is "nothing to 
control it." 


While In emergencies pollution 


agencies can control car omissions 
and shut down Industry, Zeller ad- 
mits that no one is really sure how 
much controlling emissions really 
helps. 


O'f/are runway repairs half finished 


Runway repairs at O'Harc Airport arc 


almost half finished, with final work to 
be done by Sept. 19. The repaying and 
Improvement project temporarily has re- 
sulted In additional air traffic and noiso 
over some suburbs, but Federal Aviation 
Administration officials said that prob- 


lem Is being handled as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


Tho $5 million project funded by the 


federal government and the City of Chi- 
cago Involves two runways that have an 
effect on air traffic and noise over the 
Northwest suburbs. 


tho fact that thero aro four agencies 
evaluating tho ozono levels — the City of 
Chicago, Cook County, the State Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA and the 
federal EPA. 


Each has different policies for deciding 


when ozona concentrations and weather 
conditions aro serious cnougs to war- 
rant Issuing warnings to persons with 
respiratory illness or to begin curtailing 
industry or traffic to cut emissions of nit- 
ric oxides and hydrocarbons which con- 
tribute to tho ozone levels. 


There aro no measuring stations for 


ozono in the Northwest suburbs. Cook 
County's Department of Environmental 
Control, the agency most directly con- 
cerned with pollution In the suburbs, 
docs have measuring stations at Nllcs 
North High School in Skoklo and at Hill- 
side High School. 


Levels of ozono at those stations arc 


generally lower than at stations In the 
city, according to Don Henko, an episode 
coordinator with the technical services 
section of the county department. 


ONE DAY RECENTLY when the city 


was under an ozone watch condition in- 
voked by the city department, readings 
in Skokio were at .03 parts per million 
and at Hillside .004 parts per million. 


Under tho ozone levels used by all four 


of the pollution agencies It takes a level 
of at least .07 parts per million before a 
watch Is declared. 


So far this year the county has issued 


only one such watch for the suburban 
area. 


Bv contrast. Chicago on Tuesday was 


in its sixth watch of the year (watches 
often lost for more than one day) and the 
city has also Issued two yellow alerts 
when levels reached more than .1 part 
per million at two south side testing sta- 
tions. 


The federal EPA has issued watches 


covering n nine-county region based on a 
combination of weather conditions and 
the readings from Chicago. Robert Zeller 
of the federal EPA explains that the na- 
ture of ozone makes It difficult to predict 
that It will bo confined to any one specif- 
ic locality In the metropolitan area for 
an extended period of time. 


ZELI.ER SAID the federal government 


will only Issue a watch or alert when It 
believes the action Is warranted and 
when the state EPA has refused to do so. 


C. B. Willard, state EPA regional man- 


ager for Northeastern Illinois, explains 
that the state hesitates to Issue watches 
and alerts when readings arc marginal 
because there is some real question that 
the levels currently in the law arc set too 
low to be realistic. Also, once the state 
Issues a watch It is compelled by law to 
begin cutbacks of Industries and traffic 
control If the levels rise to the .1 part per 
million level, he sold. 


Willard expresses concern about the 


frequent watches issued by tho city and 
the federal EPA. Ho says he Is afraid of 
the "cry wolf syndrome" — that when 


WHEN SUNLIGHT mixes with the nitric oxide and 
hydrocarbons from automobile exhausts, ozone is pro- 


ducod. But recent scientific studies have shown pollu- 
tants in automobile exhaust may also help absorb ozone. 


there is a serious level of ozone coupled 
with long term air stagnation, the public 
will not toko It seriously. 


"There hasn't been a really serious air 


pollution condition in the Chicago area in 
1% years, he said. "But when we really 
do need a watch to have to tell people to 
stay Indoors, we want them to listen," he 
said. 


There is also disagreement both locally 


and nationwide about what to do If there 
are high levels of ozone. 


WHILE MOST pollution agencies would 


at some point begin closing down in- 
dustries and controlling traffic, studies 
by scientists in New Jersey this spring 
revealed that ozone levels can be higher 
when traffic is at a minimum than when 
there is a lot of traffic. The studies appar- 
ently show that other pollutants in the 
air can absorb ozone. 


Dr. Bertram W. Carnow, affiliated 


both with the University of Illinois Medi- 
cal Center and the Chicago Lung Assn., 
has called on all residents to restrict 
their activities during an ozone watch. 


Carnow says that ozone attacks lung 


linings and irritates lung passageways. 
"It can cause asthma attacks, chest 
pains, severe sinusitis, shortness of 
breath and general feelings of dis- 


comfort," he said. 


EMPHYSEMA PATIENTS, coronary 


patients, asthmatics, bronchltics, babies 
and the elderly with any chronic disease 
should stay Indoors with windows closed 
and air conditioning on during watches, 
ho said. 


"Even those of normal health should 


not stress themselves, particularly by 
jogging, extensive bicycling or heavy 
physical exercise" during a watch, Car- 
now sold. He also advised contact lens 
wearers to remove the lenses if they no- 
tice irritation of the eyes during a watch.

Custodians In DCS Plalncs Olst. 62 


schools clashed with the board of educa- 
tion over recognition of Iho Custodians 
Maintenance Assn. (CMA) as their sole 
bargaining agent. 


Some IS persons confronted the board 


at Monday night's meeting to protest the 
recent decision to poll custodians and 
maintenance men on union affiliation. 
John Fancy, CMA spokesman, said tho 
board has "obviously chosen to turn their 
back" on tho mutual agreement signed 
with the CMA In 1970. 


The board called for a representative 


election to determine the union affiliation 
of Iho custodians and maintenance work- 
ers on July. Board Prcs. James Krcmcrs 
sold tho action was prompted by the 
CMA's recent affiliation with the Illinois 
Education Assn. 


Tho board president said there was 


"some question In our minds whether the 
group bargaining for them might be the 
same one wo bargained with In the past. 
We bcllcvo the CMA has changed in na- 
ture a bit — wo want to mako sure they 
ore In (act speaking for the majority of 
that group of employes." 


T H E 
CONFHONTATION 
between 


board and CMA members began when 
representatives of tho custodians group 
attempted to present a statement before 
tho meeting. Krcmcrs and tho board left 
the board room until custodians agreed 
to sit down. 


Later in the meeting, Krcmcrs called 


on CMA president Ed Crlstonl and Fahcy 
to present I heir statement on the repre- 
sentative election. 


Fahcy said the CMA camo to the meet- 


ing "In an effort to havo recognition of 
our regular agreement and to set a basis 
for negotiations." 


Fahey noted that the CMA has 27 of 


tiic 38 custodians as members, 88 per 
cent of the district's custodial and 
maintenance staff. 


TIIK CMA SPOKESMAN said his 


union will filo for o representative elec- 


tion with tho American Arbitration Assn. 
(AAA) but asked the board to agree to 
negotiate with the union "as soon as pos- 
sible" following the poll. 


Krcmcrs said I he board "will agree to 


negotiate 
with 
whomever

ponderance of votes arc cast for — that's 
the Intent of the resolution." 


"The board will be very happy to meet 


ns quickly as possible with your group as 
soon as the results of the election aro 
certified," ho said. 


No date has been set for the represen- 


tative election.

Erviti controversy takes 
twist; board urges support

The Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59 


Board of Education has issued a state- 
ment asking administrators and building 
leadership personnel to support Supt. 
James Erviti "in the remaining one year 
and 10 months of his contract." 


The board issued the surprise state- 


ment after a lengthy executive session 
with representatives from the Illinois As- 
soc. of School boards (IASB). 


Sources close to the district maintained 


almost up until the lime tho statement 
was Issued that negotiations between the 
board and the superintendent were pro- 
ceeding in an attempt to renegotiate the 
remaining two years of Ervitl's contract 
and terminate his four-year association 
with the district. 


The board set its meeting Monday as 


the date for telling how the problem that 
has clouded Ervlti's supcrintendency 
since March would be resolved. 


In March, principals in the district sent 


Erviti a letter citing five main griev- 
ances regarding personal and education- 
al Issues. 


THE BOARD STATEMENT listed 


three main board findings which were 
made during the past several months the 
board has been wrestling with the prob- 
lem of restoring some degree of harmony 
in the district. 


The findings are: 
• "Our entire team has made great 


efforts to resolve the list of concerns pre- 
sented earlier this year and the related 
issues which have grown out of this dis- 
cussion." 


• "Although some specific concerns 


have been resolved to everyone's relative 
satisfaction, it has been accomplished 
only through no small Involvement of 
time from all of the parties involved." 


"The slow progress being made in weld- 


Ing together an effective management 
team appears to be due more to manage- 
ment style than a difference in education- 
al objectives." 


"Therefore," the statement continued, 


"based on the foregoing findings, we 
wish to give our administration and staff 
tho direction it needs to carry out our 


educational objectives in the coming 
school year." 


"WE CALL UPON OUR central ad- 


ministration to continue its effort to in- 
v o l v e principals in decision-making 
which involves them. The investments in 
time required for this approach should 
pay off handsomely in greater under- 
standing and trust in future educational 
goals, policies and decisions." 


The prepared statment concluded "We 


arc firmly committed to a change to 
more open management style. We call 
upon all of our central office adminis- 
trators and building leadership personnel 
to give full support to our superintendent 
in the remaining one year 10 months of 
his contract." 


Board members contacted by The Her- 


ald for comment on the statement re- 
fused to say anything on the subject or 
verify the statement meant the board is 
supporting Erviti fully.

The close quarters of the summer 


cabin arc also adorned with other 
slogans, such as: "Smile, God loves 
you," and "Sharing Is everything." 
Outside the door, a smooth fieldstone 
bears the painted words, "Peace on 
Earth." 


These are small pieces of the lives 


of children, ages 9 to 16, who attend 
two-week sessions at Rodney Kroeh- 
ler YMCA camp near Hayward, Wis. 
Eight hours away from home, in the 
deep woods and clear waters of Lake 
Courts O'Rellles (Couderay), 180 sub- 
urban Chicago youths learn to pack a 
whole summer full of experiences 
into a brief two-week stay. 


For 10 weeks of the year the for- 


mer summer home of the Delmar 
Kroehler family (of Kroehler furni- 
ture Co. in Naperviile), endures the 
shouting, the fun and energy of the 
children. 


THE CAMP FEATURES tradition- 


al activities such as swimming, ca- 
noeing, archery, hiking, crafts and 
storytelling, but there is more at this 
far northern retreat. The boys and 
girls find an opportunity to learn 


sailing, water skiing, muskie fishing 
and log rolling In the northwest cor- 
ner of Wisconsin. 


The log rolling, known as burling, 


is an important part of this camp be- 
cause the area is one of the centers 
of burling competition. The special 
logs are made in the area and a tele- 
vised world burling championship 
was conducted there a few years 
ago. Kids of all ages enjoy jumping 
up on the logs in shallow water and 
making them spin around. The older 
youths mount the logs two at a time 
and try to spin each other off in true 
burling fashion. 


The 67 acres of woodlands and 


beach at the Kroehler camp are 
managed through the Northwest Sub- 
urban YMCA in DCS Plaincs, al- 
though the facilities are open to chil- 
dren throught the area. The land and 
house were donated In 1953 in memo- 
ry of the Kroehler's son, Rodney. 


RICHARD MERNITZ. a natural- 


born outdoorsman, has managed the 
camp for 19 years of its 21-year life 
and maintains what he calls an un- 
regimented mood. "We have to be 
o r g a n i z e d , but we're not regi- 
mented," ho said. 


Memories of reveille, gathering for 


the raising of the flag and sitting qui- 
etly at tables for breakfast do not 
paint an accurate picture of Y-camp 
today. 


Instead of a 6 a.m. blast from the 


bugle, the youths go to breakfast at 8 
a.m. and they have until 9 a.m. to 
cat and get their cabins in order be- 
fore the first morning sessions begin. 
Only one cabin, the honor cabin from 
the previous day's inspection, raises 
the flag for the day. 


THE YOUTHS select their own fa- 


vorite activities for morning and af- 
ternoon sessions, breaking only for 
cafeteria lunches that get away from 
the old mess-hall style meals. Lunch 
is followed by the "lie low" period 
for rest and letter-writing, or other 
passive activities. More free time is 
available after dinner until all the 
campers are called together at the 
flag lowering ceremonies. Announce- 
ments are made at that time and 
Mernitz spins some of his favorite 
yarns for the kids who are interested 
in a good story before bedtime. 


Thinking back to camping days 


may cause one to be surprised at 
how much he remembers. It can be 
an impressionable experience, 
or 


series of experiences, and Mernitz 
strives to make them as meaningful 
as possible for each young camper. 
He lets the youngsters have their 
choice of Interests as much as pos- 
sible on the spacious shores of the 
large lake. 


For the boys and girls it is two 


weeks of responsibility for keeping a 
bunk and cabin clean, learning to get 
along with a group of new friends 
and accepting the challenge of ac- 
complishment in several activities. 


For many of the campers it Is their 


first time away from home, Mernitz 
said, and it Ls in an environment 
completely different than their sub- 
urban neighborhoods. 


ONE CHANGE IN young campers 


docs not make Mernitz happy. In re- 
cent years there has been a signifi- 
cant increase in the number of chil- 
dren coming to camp with fistfuls of 
pills they are supposed to take. 


The change Is apparently a result 


of modern society, he says, because 
the camper who needed any medica- 
tion years ago was a rarity, and it 
was usually for allergy prevention. 
Now the medicine is for a number of 
things, including "emotional stabil- 
ity." "What can you say when a kid 
walks in to the nurse and says it is 
time for his 'downer'?" Mernitz 
asks. 


He Is encouraged to find that many 


of the children elect not to take their 
pills during their stay, and are happy 
that way. Mernitz says he throws 
away several bottles after each 
group boards the buses for the eight- 
hour ride home.

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Taxpayers wouldn't feel it until 1975 
High school district seeks tax cut

The High School Dirt. 21-1 Board of 


Education agreed Monday to try to give 
tho taxpayers a break of nine cents per 
$100 assessed value on their tax bills 
next year. 


Five members of the board, meeting 


as • commlttce-oMhe-whole, directed As- 
sistant Supt. Robert Weber to prepare 
the district's 1074 tax levies to reflect a 
cut In the district's operating tax rates 
from 12.08 per $100 assessed value to 
11.00. Tho 1074 tax levy Is for taxes to bo 
collected In 1075 which will finance the 
1075-76 school year. 


The board members agreed to support 


the nine-cent cut in tho tax rote when 
they adopt the 1074 levy next month un- 
less legal problems develop which would 
hurt the district's financial position in 
the future. The nine-cent rollback will be- 
gin a process which could lower the dis- 
trict's tax rates in the education, build- 
ing, retirement and working cash funds 
to a total of $1.12 per $100 by 1078. 


In addition to those four funds, the dis- 


trict has a tax rate of slightly less than 
30 cents per $100 In the bond-and-lntcrest 
fund which Is used to pay off debts on 
school buildings and of five cents In tho 
transportation fund. Those two funds will 
not be affected by the cutback. 


The board could take action as late as 


1077 to slow tho tax rollback so tho rate 
would not drop below $1.49 per $100 as- 
sessed value In 1078 If financial problems 
develop, board members sold. Maintain- 
ing the higher rate might be important If 
the board runs into financial problems 
because of Inflation or Inadequate fund- 
Ing of tho school's state aid formula, 
they said. 


BOARD PftES. Jack CosteUo. In en- 


dorsing the plan to rollback taxes by 
nine cents this year, said, "This really 
gives tho taxpayers of the district the 
fastest opportunity to reduce their prop-

However, Costello said tho nine-cent 


rollback would not bo possible If attor- 
neys toll tbo board It will not bo able to 
cnMiro a $1.49 tax rate In 197b. In that 
case, board members agreed, they would 
have to cut taxes by Just five cents this 
year. 


Tho tax rollback of at least five cents 


is required this year under the terms e» 
tho state's new "resource equalizer" 
school aid formula. The formula Is de- 
signed to increase tho state's proportion 
of school budgets and requires high 
school districts who havo tax rates of 
more then $1.05 in their operating tax 
funds to roll back taxes as they receive 
the additional state money. 


In tho case of Dist 214, tho board has 


the option of rolling back taxes to $1.05, 
$1.12 or $1.49 under the new formula. To 
stop at $1.49, however, the board would 
havo to risk a "back door referendum" 
in which voters could call a referendum 
and vote to require the district to roll 
back to $1.12. 


WEBER TOLD THE board that rolling 


back taxes to $1.05 would risk a $4 mil- 
lion deficit in tho district's budget in the 
1978-79 school year and a $26 million defi- 
cit In 1879-00. Rolling back to $1.12 would 
still risk a deficit In those years, he said, 
but tho deficit would be smaller. 


Weber also said that a deficit might 


not occur if the rate of inflation slows or 
if tho state increases the amount of mon- 
ey provided by the state school old for- 


mula. "I don't think we'd ever get to 
those deficits," Wcbers sold. "By tho 
time we've gotten there, a lot of other 
districts will be sunk.".. 


Weber told the board that because of 


tho new state-aid formula and tho fact 
the county Is collecting taxes earlier this 
year than in the past, the district expects 
to have a cash surplus of about $15 mil- 


lion at the end of tho 1974-75 year, a sur- 
plus which will bo eaten away in the fu- 
ture as taxes are reduced. 


Weber recommended that the surplus 


be transferred to the district's working 
cash fund from the education-and-build- 
ing fund. Tho working cash fund can bo 
used to loan money to other district oper- 
ating funds.

IXPANSION OF THE family butintts 
bring* both rtwards and headachai, 


says Bill Wille. Will* opened a store 
in April in Hoffman Estates. 


Optimism highest in this area 


^Northwest nml north suburban resi- 


dents are the most optimistic of nil sub- 
uibanltcs recently surveyed by the Contl- 
wSntal Dnnk in Its quarterly Family Fi- 
nancial Survey. 


^According to spokesman Gregory Car- 
roll, "Confidence seemed to be rebound- 
Ing. Fewer people arc pessimistic about 
tbp economy than In the post." 


The quarterly survey samples 720 Chi- 


cago-area families' attitudes about their 
personal finances and general business 
conditions. Including residents of subtir- 
b n n C o o k . DuPagc, Kane, Lake, 
Mcilcnry and Will counties. 


When asked whether their families 


* ere better, the same, or worse finan- 
cially than a year ago. 30 per cent of the 
northern auburbanltcs surveyed said bet- 
ter, compared with 32 per cent of the 


western and 27 per cent of the southern 
suburbanites. 


However, fewer northern suburban re- 


spondents (47 per cent) said their fam- 
ily Incomes were greater than n year 
ago. For the western suburbs, the re- 
sponse was 51 per cent, and 48 per cent 
for the southern suburbs. 


When asked about present business 


conditions in the Chicago area, 13 per 
cent of those surveyed in the northern 
suburbs said conditions were better than 
a year ago, compared with 8 per cent in 
the western suburbs, and only 6 per cent 
in the southern suburbs. 


A greater portion of northern subur- 


banites (23 per cent) also said business 
conditions will Improve in the coming 
year, compared with 22 per cent for 
the western suburbs, and ID per cent for 
the southern suburbs.

second store — Wille Inc. at 1067 N. 
Rosclle Rd., Hoffman Estates. The hard- 
ware, lumber and sporting goods store 
opened in April. 


When he talks about the business, Wille 


means a family operation that is a tra- 
dition in Itself. Four brothers — Bill, 
Roy, Ralph and Robert — and three of 
their sons operate the two Wille stores. 
"And two more sons arc interested. If 
everything turns out right, yes, we will 
expand," said Bill Wille of future plans 
for added stores. 


THE WILLE FAMILY business has ex- 


isted at 100 W. Northwest Hwy. in Mount 
Prospect for 94 years. "Grandad settled 
here in 11)80 and went into the creamery 
business," Wille said. "Then he and a 
brother went into the hardware business 
and then into lumber." 


Cement, coal, paints and other goods 


were gradually added to the Wille lines. 
Noting that the Mount Prospect building 
has been expanded six times since 1942, 
Wille said, "It's an add-on building," 
Most lines In the Hoffman Estates store 
are the same. The need for roofing and 
other fix-up materials seems to be great- 
er in the Mount Prospect location be- 
cause of the number of older homes, 
Wille says. 


Expansion of the family business has 


brought both rewards and headaches, ac- 


cording to the retailer. "A family busi- 
ness is what It is ... 
it's sometimes 


tormenting problems. We may not have 
the expertise of the big marketers. Yet 
we feel that family name with people 
who give service is something people are 
looking for." 


WILLE BIIUSIIES aside the table 


"home center" for the family stores. Yet 
the stores size and offerings — every- 
thing from \vlde mouth Mason jars to 
four by eight paneling — indicate head- 
to-head competition with major home 
center corporations. "Bigness has be- 
come dominating," Wilee comments. "It 
makes things here more difficult to con- 
trol. We want people here who can give 
service and competive prices." 


Substantial price boosts in the hard- 


ware and home fix-up lines are an added 
pressure In the competition with mass 
marketers. Wlllc estimates that overall 
home improvement prices have climbed

"Whether you're a success or failure, I 


think it's good to watch the family busi- 
ness growing with the community," said 
Wille. He has "no regrets" about leaving 
his job as a public accountant a dozen 
years ago to join the family enterprise. 
"It's more hectic now, with the new 
store. But if we didn't like it so much we 
wouldn't do it," he said.

an Individual and a person like anyone 
olso..." 


"And I don't tlilnk it's anyone's busi- 


ness," Mrs. Fisher added. "It should 
have no effect on how he docs his job." 


Mrs. Fisher had a parting shot for 


Rocky. "I don't think he's very sympa- 
thetic to Joe Public," she said, "because 
of his Involvement in big business." 


Harry S. Pagct of Brookficld, a service 


engineer for Rank Precision Industries 
in DCS Plalnes, said lie prefers the 
choice of Rockefeller to anyone else Ford 
might have decided on. Though he said, 
"I'm not a Republican as such," Page 
likes Ford's new partner in government. 


As for the charge that Rockefeller is 


too big business-oriented to care for the 
little guy, Pagct said from his barber 
chair at Keith's Ltd. in DCS Plalnes, 
"Practically everyone in office is in big 
business. We've had few presidents in 
our time who were more or less like Har- 
ry S. Truman, the overage-man presi- 
dent. Of course, he (Rockefeller) is not 
going to get rid of private enterprise, 
that's for damn sure. But nobody else 
will." 


FACET CONCLUDED "it will take 


more than Ford and Rockefeller to get 
us going, we're In such bad shape as a 
country." 


Bill Colcman, 25, a native of West Vir- 


ginia, said there isn't too much he could 
say about the whole thing because Rock- 
efeller has already been picked and the 
American public needn't be consulted. 


Colcman, who resides in Roscmont and 


is o shipping-receiving clerk In DCS 
Ploincs, sold he come to Illinois as an 
alternative to being a coal miner like his 
father. "I came here because I was tired 
of being poor," he said. And, for him, 
Rockefeller, who missed three times at 
becoming the Republican nominee for 
President In the 1960s, doesn't present 
any Immediate, profound effect on his 
life. 


ONE REPUBLICAN who is sure Ford 


didn't have a good Idea when he selected 


Rockefeller was Art Buchholz, formerly 
of Bcnsenvilic and now retired and resid- 
ing in Brodenton, Fla. Visiting relatives 
in Arlington Heights, Buchholz was hav- 
ing his car fixod at Grandt's Shell Sta- 
tion when he said: 


"I was disappointed. We're stuck with 


him, that's for sure." Who would have 
Buchholz preferred for Ford's mate. 
"Goldwalcr or that guy from Illinois. 
What's his name? Rumsfeld? That's 
him."

Group appeals to Walker 
for local public aid office 


A Northwest suburban group seeking 


better treatment for local public aid 
recipients has appealed to Gov. Daniel 
Walker. 


Family United Seeking Equal Ser- 


vices (FUSES) has written a letter to 
Walker, asking him to "take the respon- 
sibility" to sec that an official from Illi- 
nois Dcpt. of Public Aid meets with the 
group in September. FUSES has tried 
unsuccessfully to meet with such a repre- 
sentative. 


The major goal of the group Is to get a 


local public aid office. FUSES believes 
many problems Northwest suburban wel- 
fare recipients' experience with the pub- 
lic aid system could be eliminated if they 
could use a local office Instead of having 
to travel to Chicago to apply and each 
time they have a problem. 


"We want Walker to see that an offi- 


cial from public aid who can do some- 
thing about our problems will meet with 
us," said Mike Beck, counselor at the 
Northwest Opportunity Center (NOC) in 
Arlington Heights which is working with 
FUSES. "We're writing to Walker be- 
cause he's the guy ultimately responsible 
for public aid." 


Beck said FUSES has also written a 


letter asking for a meeting to James 
Trainor, new head of the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Public Aid. Trainer recently replaced 
Joel Edelman who resigned. 


In tho past FUSES has tried to get 


Edelman to meet with the group but with 
no success. FUSES has had meetings 
with representatives of the northern dis- 


trict of tho Cook County Public Aid office 
who say they arc powerless to help. 


Since those meetings, a new public aid 


system has been established under which 
a prospective recipient can get an appli- 
cation through the mail without having to 
go to Chicago for It. Beck called the sys- 
tem only a "band aid." He said a person 
still has to go to the Chicago office at 
least once before he can receive aid. 


Welfare recipients also have problems 


getting food stamps, according to Beck. 
Testifying before the Governor's Adviso- 
ry Committee on Food Stamps, he said it 
is difficult for people In the Northwest 
suburbs to apply for the stamps because 
caseworkers from the Cook County Pub- 
lic Aid office come to the area only twice 
a week to take applications. He said they 
do not have time to see everyone and 
often a family must wait two or three 
weeks to get stamps.

Wo Nixon peace of mind9 


hy CLARK R. MOLLENHOFF 


WASHINGTON — Despite President 


Ford's hopo that Richard M. Nixon will 
find personal "peace," he will not be be- 
yond fear of criminal prosecution until 
the last Watergate-connected litigation is 
concluded. 


Suggestions for congressional action to 


spare Nixon the anguish of criminal 
prosecution arc doomed to failure. An 
overwhelming majority of House mem- 
bers are running for re-election. They 
are breathing a sigh of relief after being 
spared from making a decision on im- 
peachment, and do not want to face the 
flammable issue of amnesty for the dis- 
credited former President. The question 
of whether Nixon will be prosecuted will 
be made by Special Prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worskl. 


If Nixon Is charged or convicted, only 


President Ford can pardon him. In his 
vice-presidential confirmation hearings, 
Ford said he would not take that step 
because the American people would not 
stand for it. 


As a private citizen Nixon knows that 


he must respond to subpoenas in both 
civil and criminal litigation arising out of 
his admitted "mistakes" and deceptions 
during his presidency. The United States 
Supreme Court has ruled 8 to 0 that "ex- 
ecutive privilege" cannot be used to cov- 
er relevant evidence of his own crimes, 
or the crimes of others even while he 
was President of the United States. 


President Ford now controls White 


House tapes and documents, and that 
forthright and open gentleman is unlikely 
to risk marring a "Mr. Clean" image by 


cither withholding or destroying the 
White House tapes. 


There arc serious constitutional ques- 


tions involved in special legislation that 
might grant former President Nixon im- 
munity from prosecution for past viola- 
tions of the law. It would probably be 
necessary to pass legislation to make all 
former presidents Immune from prose- 
cution for crimes committed while in of- 
fice, and that approach would certainly 
raise the most serious public policy qucs-

lions at a time when the nation has been 
faced with dramatic incidents of pres- 
idential crimes. 


To get around these 
constitutional 


questions it has been suggested that a 
joint resolution be passed to show "the 
sense of Congress" against prosecution 
of Nixon. Such a resolution would not be 
binding upon prosecutors, but would 
serve "as guidance" to the Special Pros- 
ecutor that the Congress believed that 
Nixon has been sufficiently punished for 


his two years of obstruction of justice 
and deception of Congress and the Ampr- 
ican people. 


Although there are a handful of con- 


gressmen and senators who believe this 
approach should be taken and would bo 
an effective deterrent to criminal prose- 
cution, it is unlikely that they would 
make any determined effort to press the 
issue in the face of strong opinions to the 
contrary. 


Advocates of amnesty for Nixon know 


they would face the hard questions: 
"Why is Nixon entitled to favored treat- 
ment under the criminal laws when his 
subordinates are being convicted and Im- 
prisoned for their role in the same 
crimes?" 


And, by what legal reasoning or logic 


can the advocates of amnesty for Nixon 
answer those who point to Nixon's will- 
ful, malicious, and persistent misuse of 
presidential power to destroy the credi- 
bility and future of John Dean? Is it only 
"a mistake" to mastermind an attack on 
a young lawyer with full knowledge that 
he was telling the truth and that tho 
crimes Dean committed were done be- 
cause he believed it would aid in the re- 
election of Richard Nixon? 


Even if congressional immunity advo- 


cates overcome the powerful arguments 
against Immunity from prosecution for 
past crimes, there Is no logic under 
which Nixon could be granted immunity 
from prosecution for perjury If he should 
falsely testify in future litigation. 


So, if Nixon has done any systematic 


thinking about his future, he can have no 
peace of mind unless ho has resigned 
himself to the possibility that his retire- 
ment with a $75,000-a-year government 
pension will be interrupted with frequent 
trips to the courts. 


Of course, Nixon has constitutional 


rights and can use the Fifth Amendment 
in refusing to testify. 


But the proud former President would 


find that more degrading than any of the 
humiliating admissions he made in his 
final week as President of the United 
States.

Adulation of Gerald Ford: 'unnecessary9

WASHINGTON - 
Author Joe 


McGlnnls, currently writing n book 
about American heroes, tells the sto- 
ry of a woman hone fan attending 
last year's Bclmont Stakes. After 
Secretariat won It, and thereby the 
coveted Triple Crown, the lady was 
M thrilled by the animal she remark- 
ed: "Ho restores my faith In human- 
lt>." 


Tho talc, supposedly true, Is more 


than Just a snicker. It's a com- 
mentary on a people so starved for 
something to believe In, even a horse 
will do. I'm reminded of that now 
that tho new president has replaced 
Secretariat as tho national hero of 
the moment; I'm reminded because 
tho llonlrallon of Gerald Ford, cur- 
rently tho vogue. Is In some ways as 
Inexplicable and about as sophis- 
ticated as that bag of words shower- 
ed on tho race track champion. 


Americans have long created their 


heroes out of the scantiest of rea- 
sons, but seldom flimsier than for 
President Ford. This is not to say the 
new man doesn't deserve good wish- 
es and some respect, but certainly 
not yet canonization. "What a hero 
one can be without moving a finger," 
said Thoreau, who could have been 
thinking of Jerry Ford. Overnight tho 
fellow has become, In tho eyes of tho 
star gazers and rhetoric reporters, a 
aott of super who suddenly but 
nonetheless clearly combines tho 
qualities of Elsenhower and Truman. 


The adulation is especially saccha- 


rin* In Washington. Nothing moves 


the natives hero so much as an ex- 
citing new face, or as In Ford's case 
nn unexciting old face seen anew. 
The politlcos arc cranking out com- 
plimentary essays as If each of them 
know all along, for tho lost quarter 
century, that good old Jerry had tho 
stuff of royalty. Never mind that for 
23 years In Congress many of his 
peers viewed Ford as nothing more 
extraordinary than "a very coopera- 
tive man," he Is now, instantly, "a 
great man," n "solid pillar of deter- 
mination," and no kidding, according 
to one colleague, "maybe tho finest 
man ever to be president." Eat your 
heart out, Abe Lincoln. 


Much of this excess was to be ex- 


pected. Ours is an ago of skepticism 
where tho normal sources of heroes 
aro drying up. The best-known sol- 
dier In Vietnam was Lt. William Cal- 
ley. Most people remember Buck Ro- 
gers, but not Buzz Aldrin. Henry Aa- 
ron is no Babe Ruth, Mark Spitz 
couldn't hold Johnny Wolsmuller's 
jockstrap. And certainly Richard 
Nixon did little to improve the'lot of 
gallant men. Indeed, after Nixon, the 
nation could be expected to fall in 
love with any successor, such is the 
way of people mending 
broken 


hearts. 


Yet if the flattery for Gerald Ford 


can be understood, it should not be 
condoned. At least not until there is 
some reason other than relief. For 
all his time in public life, he Is still 
largely an unknown quantity. Apart 
from some apparently and altogether 
normal human qualities, we don't 
know what kind of man he is or pres- 
ident he will be. We are told he is 
decent, but we are also told that in 
24 decades as a congressman he 
never authored a single piece of ma- 
jor legislation. If decency 
were 


enough, most people in the land 
would bo heroes; I suggest a presi- 
dent needs much more. 


I say this not to spite Mr. Ford, but 


for his benefit. The nation's habit of 
building men up to grandeur, only to 
gleefully throw stones when they 
tumble, is unkind. Besides this, no 
president should be boxed into cor- 
ners created by popular sentiment; 
flexibility Is the key to successful 
leadership but already it's as If the 
giddy nation would disown Mr. Ford 
if he dared smoke in public. Finally, 
it is disastrous for a people to be- 
come so preoccupied with one man, 
lest they forget he is, after all, only 
one man. 


Jerry Ford has a unique opportuni- 


ty today. As Henry Kissinger says, 
greatness is lying in the streets of 
Washington waiting to bo picked up. 
It is to bo hoped tho new President 
will seize the chance. Meanwhile, 
what he needs Is advice not adjec- 
tives, and what the rest of us need is 
not a hero to count on but someone to 
count on us.

In his first try (or public office, Nelson 


Alclrich Rockefeller scored o political up* 
set and became governor of New York In 
193)1 — when It still held the distinction of 
having more residents than any other 
state. 


He won reelection to three more terms 


In an area almost as largo as all six New 
England stales and n» hcnvlly populated 
as nil of neighboring Canada. 


The energetic 60-year-old Rockefeller, 


a Baptist and heir to an oil and real en- 
late fortune founded by lib grandfather, 
resigned In December. 1973. 


He said he wanted to devote his time to 


heading a panel to solve the nation's 
problems. Many fell he would use the 
commission as a platform to launch one 
more bid for the presidency. 


WITH NEARLY 13 years of service as 


New York'» chief executive, Rockefeller 
was the nation's senior governor when ho 
stepped down. In his tenure, he mode un- 
successful bids for his party's presiden- 
tial nomination but compiled the longest 
term of service of any governor In the 
state's history, with the exception of 
George Clinton, New York's first gover- 
nor who served 20 year*. 


The Rockefeller years officially began 


with his swearing In on Jan. 1, 1039, fol- 
lowing his upset victory over thcn-Gov. 
Avercll Harriman, o Democrat. 


The major Rockefeller programs dealt 


with social welfare, education, the state 
university, highway construction, and 
new buildings. 


Controversy also surrounded his name. 


During his tenure, New York liberalized 
Its abortion laws and experienced tho 
bloodiest penal uprising in modern U.S. 
history — Attica. 


They also were years marked by qua-

When Rockefeller took office, the sys- 


tem was a somewhat antiquated collec- 
tion of "teachers and cow colleges" that 
has since been transformed Into a 72-unlt 
system with more than 233,000 full-time 
students. 


Educational spending has risen from 


less than $650 million by the state to 
more than $2.8 billion In this fiscal year. 


A vast interstate highway network, 


much of it paid for with federal funds, 
covers the major population centers of 
the state and Is virtually complete except 
along the western Southern Tier. 


Despite the successes, there have been 


setbacks. Early In his career, for ox- 
iimple, Rockefeller pushed hard for Civil 
Defense and bomb shelters to protect 
against nuclear attack — an idea that 
never got off the ground. 


HE HAS HAD TWO major defeats on 


bond Issues, most recently In the last 
election when he sponsored a $3.5 billion 
transit bond measure and it was soundly 
defeated. In 1971, voters rejected a sim- 
ilar $2.5 billion transit spending proposal. 


Although a newcomer to state politics 


in 1958, Rockefeller defeated Democrat 
Harriman by more than 573,000 votes. 


His original and somewhat stiff "Call 


Me Nelson" approach soon gave way to 
the familiar "hiya fella" wink-and-grin 
"Rocky" that proved a delight to politi- 
cal cartoonists and headline writers. 


In 1962, Rockefeller turned back his 


first challenge, defeating Robert Mor- 
gcnthau. In the 1966 campaign, Rockefel- 
ler soundly beat Frank O'Connor, and 
won his fourth term In 1970 by trouncing 
former U.S. Supreme Court Justice Ar- 
thur Goldberg. 


Through all those years, Malcolm Wil- 


son was his lieutenant governor. Atty. 
Gen. Louis J. Lefkowitz, who preceded 
Rockefeller in office by nearly two years, 
was the third member of the GOP's big 


three. Rockefeller had a Democratic 
comptroller, Arthur Levitt, throughout 
his Incumbency. 


ROCKEFELLER MADE two major 


challenges for the GOP presidential nom- 
ination. In 1964, political sources say 
Rockefeller waited too long — and the 
party's eventual candidate Sen. Barry M. 
Gotdwater of Arizona, sewed up the nom- 
ination by early work with key delega- 
tions. 


In 19G8, Rockefeller first backed for- 


mer Michigan Gov. George Romnoy for 
the nomination but, when Romncy's po- 
litical star fell, he challenged Richard 
Nixon in another belated bid. 


Rockefeller, who has always dubbed 


himself a pragmatist, has given the ap- 
pearance over the past several years of 
shifting from his liberal image to a more 
conservative stance. 


Ths greatest leap in that direction ap- 


peared to be during the Attica prison re- 
bellion in 1971, during which 43 persons 
died. Rockefeller's refusal to go to the 
prison in western New York and nego- 
tiate with the hostage-holding inmates 
stirred liberals to charge the governor 
with a lack of compassion. 


Rockefeller's tough drug laws — which 


he initiated at the betiinning of the 1973 
legislative session and virtually pushed 
through on his own — also were seen as 
a shedding of his liberal image. The laws 
call for up to life in prison for major 
drug pushers. 


ROCKEFELLER, who once led the 


fipht in the state to abolish capital pun- 
ishment for most murders, has said 


recently he might favor a new death pen- 
alty law. 


An extremely active man, the years 


have taken their toll, but Rockefeller still 
exudes energy. His hair is liberally 
streaked with gray and his face no long- 
er has the same firm lines, but he still 
maintains an athletic appearing 190- 
pounds spread over a 5-foot-9-lnch frame. 


lit* does not smoke and limits his 


drinking to an occasional glass of wine 
or beer. 


Rockefeller's personal life has become 


entwined with his public life on occasion. 
In March, 19G2, he was divorced from his 
fir>t wife, Mary Todhunlcr Clark. They 
had five children. In 1963, Rockefeller 
married the former Margarctta Filler 
Murphy, a divorced mother of four. They 
have two sons. 


One of sons by his first marriage, Mi- 


chael, disappeared while on an explor- 
ation near Borneo in Southeast Asia in 
1961. 


ROCKEFELLER'S PERSONAL for- 


tune is estimated in the hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars — but no solid figures arc 
available. He was born at Bar Harbor, 
Maine on July 8, 1908. One of six chil- 
dren, he was educated at Dartmouth 
College and was graduated in 1930. 


He began his career in public service 


in 1940 following a stint in the Rockefel- 
ler business empire. President Roosevelt 
named him coordinator of inter-Ameri- 
can affairs and Rockefeller served sev- 
eral presidents in various capacities be- 
fore making his first run for the gover- 
norship of New York in 1958. 


Rocky's family: an American original 


The founder of the great Rockefeller 


fortune made a habit of always saving 
half his salary. 


Ho persistently continued putting aside 


that 50 per cent — until it eventually 
amounted to a grand total of billions of 
dollars. 


John Davlson Rockefeller was born tho 


son of a small trader at Rlchford, N.Y. 
In 1839. When ho was 20 yean old, tho 
first American oil well was drilled In Tl- 
lusvllle. Pa. Four years later Rockefeller 
founded a company to enter the oil refin- 
ing business. 


His brother William joined the firm the 


year the Civil War ended. By 1867 the 
firm owned two refineries In Cleveland, 
Ohio — and In 1870 It was converted Into 
a joint stock company and named the 
Standard Oil Company of Ohio, with John 
D. as Its president. 


THK ORGANIZATION mushroomed in 


growth as a result of rebates, mergers, 
and favorable transportation rates — all 
legal at that time. Tho firm set up In 
IR92 as the Standard Oil trust, and 95 per 
cent of tho nation's oil refining business 
was under Its sway. 


Seven years later tho trust was re- 


placed by a holding company — Stan- 
dard Oil of New Jersey — as tho result 
of an Ohio Supreme Court ruling that tho 
old firm had violated tho Sherman anti- 
trust act. In 1911 the U.S. Supremo Court 
declared tho new company to be illegal. 


John D. was in comfortable retirement 


by that time, however, and his main hob- 
by was finding ways to distribute his co- 
lonial fortune. Ho set up n host of chari- 
table organizations for this purpose, and 
conservative estimates say he gave away 
more than $330 million. Ho died at his 
homo in Florida in 19.T7. 


Ills only son — John D. Rockefeller Jr 


— was a cloic associate of his father. He 
gave little time to business, compared to 
his preoccupation with philanthropic and 
civic activities. Between tho years 1917 
and 1955 his contributions lo a \Urto 
range of causes amounted to $400 mil- 
lion. 


JOHN D. JR.'S five sons were John D. 


Ill, David Winthmp, Laurancc and Nel- 
son. 


The future governor supervised several 


family enterprises Immediately after 
graduating from Dartmouth College in 
I9JO. He served under FDR as coordina- 
tor of Inter-American affairs during 
World War II, and also as assistant sec- 
retary of state. Ho was undersecretary of 
the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare In 1933-54, special assistant to 
the president in 19M-53. and chairman of 
the President's Committee on Govern- 
ment Organization in 193.1-58. 


He was elected governor of New York 


in 1938 and was reclected In 1962, 1'Jtiti 
and 1970. Ho resigned from the governor- 
ship In December, 1973 to devote himself 
lo directing tho Commission on Critical 
Choices for America. 


He is an authority on modern art, 


serving at a trustee of tho Museum of 
Modern Art. He also wai a founder of the 
Museum o( Primitive Art. 


Winthrop was one of the organizers of 


I ho Greater New York Fund and been mo 
n leader of tho National Urban League. 
Ho later settled In Arkansas, and was 
elected tho state's first Republican gov- 
ernor since 1874. Until his recent death 
he was highly actlvo In GOP national 
politics. 


DAVID SERVES as president of the 


Chau* Manhattan Bank and as chairman 
of tho Chaso International Investment 
Corp. He Is also chairman of the board of 
the Rockefeller Institute and a trustee of 
the Council of Foreign Relations.

At the ballpark, Marty Marion, the 


manager, put on his uniform and looked 
at tho lineup cord on his desk. 


"What's the difference how I make it 


out, these guys never hit," he said, wea- 
rily. 


Then he turned to me. 
"Here, you moke It out," he said. "We 


can't possibly do any worse." 


He was kidding. At least I thought he 


was, so I declined the offer with thanks. 


Later Marion wrote in the names. 
Johnny Groth, CF, leading off. Then he

Examining the pro sports explosion 
Losing is winning in the loophole league 


by RICHARD STARNES 


(Second of Three Related Articles) 


In professional sports winning Is every- 


thing, right? 


Wrong. 
Tax accounting Is almost everything. 


In fact, losing often becomes winning by 
the Umo an adroit tax lawyer wheels and 
deals his way to tho bottom line of a 
team's profit and loss statement. 


Tax laws are at the root of the wild 


proliferation of new pro sports leagues 
and tho expansion of established leagues. 
They explain an owner's apparent ability 
to absorb huge losses, to ignore empty 
stands, often to rido roughshod over his 
handful of loyal fans. 


Sports franchises are the nation's most 


glamorous tax shelters. And they offer 
fringe benefits that conventional tax 
shelters such as real estate devel- 


opments do not. A governor or a senator 
is a bush league celebrity compared to 
the man who sits In the owner's box, 
however seedy his team may be. 


But the real hero of the sports fran- 


chising boom Is never Introduced over 
the stadium p.a. system. Indeed he has 
to buy a ticket even to get into the place. 
He is the ordinary taxpayer, who — de- 
prived of special tax gimmicks — is sub- 
sidizing tho new sports franchises that 
are springing up all over the country. 
< 


All It really takes to create a new 


league Is a copying machine, a fertile 
Imagination and detailed understanding 
of the whims of the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS). 


A guided tour through the snarl of IRS 


rulings affecting pro sports Is a difficult 
one even for accountants specializing in 
the field. But the saga of the Fun City

Gollaths — a fanciful team in the equally ' 
mythical Cosmic Football League — can 
help show the way. 


Fun City has a wheeler-dealer who is 


making a lot of money In enterprises not 
related to sports. He is an avid sports 
fan and long has cherished the notion of 
owning a team of his own. Moreover, our 
wheeler-dealer has a great deal of tax- 
able income and he needs a tax shelter. 


The organizers of the new Cosmic 


Football League approach the Fun City 
wheeler-dealer and sing him a siren song 
full of such terms as "accelerated de- 
predation," 
"negative 
profits" 
and 


"book loss." 


Our wheeler-dealer quickly grasps the 


heady potential. He can fulfill his ambi- 
tion to own a team, spend little of his 
own money, and avoid a high percentage 
of the Income taxes he pays on his other 
earnings. 


All this is possible because the IRS 


permits professional sports enterprises to 
write off player contracts at a much 
more rapid rate than, say, the real es- 
tate tycoon can depreciate a high rise. 
For most pro sports, writeoffs of player 
contracts ore permitted in three to five 
years. 


This means that when the Gollaths sign 


linebacker Earthquake Boncbasher — 
long a crowd pleaser in a rival football 
league — for $2 million for a 10-year con- 
tract, the team can depreciate (write 
off) the contract for tax purposes in as 
little as three years. Hence for tax pur- 
poses, good old Earthquake is generating 
a $700,00p-a-year tax loss while costing 
the Goliaths only $200,000 a year in sala- 
ry. 


The Gollaths sign other players, ovcr- 


the-hiU veterans, untried rookies, men 
cut from established teams. But every 
player is signed to a contract optioning 
him to the team for a period of years 
exceeding the period of accelerated de- 
preciation IRS allows. 


At the end of the season the Goliaths 


have fulfilled predictions by having a 
lousy year. Even with parking fees, 
broadcast earnings and concession prof- 
its, the team shows a book loss of, say 
$150,000. 


But our .wheeler-dealer couldn't be 


happier. The team Is in last place and 
has lost money, true, but the owner is in 
high cotton. Due to the rapid deprecia- 
tion allowed on his principal team assets. 
— player contracts — the owner comes 
out with a loss for tax purposes of close 
to $1 million. 


Since the owner's other enterprises 


have produced a taxable income of 
around $1 million, he will apply his book 
loss on the Goliaths to this taxable In- 
come. Now instead of paying Uncle Sam 
some $700,000 in Income taxes, the 
• team's owner pays nothing. His tax shel- 
ter has cost him $150,000 out of pocket 
and has enabled him legally to avoid 
$700,000 In taxes. 


Net profit for the Goliath's happy own- 


er is $550,000 in the team's first year. 


The long-term effect on pro sports Is 


uncertain. In times past, new leagues 
have gone through occasionally traumat- 
ic growing pains and either have failed 
or muscled established leagues Into 
merger as the only alternative to an- 
archy. 


But the long-term prospect for the. 


wheeler-dealer from Fun City is more 
predictable. He has at least two happy 


avenues open to him after he has milked 
the rapid depreciation gimmick for all its 
worth. 


If his team actually starts making 


money, he may keep the team — and 
dispatch his accountants on a safari to 
seek other tax shelters. 


But if the Gollaths continue to lose, 


and ultimately use up the rapid deprecia- 
tion on his player contracts, bur canny 
friend can sell the team. If he sells at a 
profit, he'll be taxed at capital gains 
rates of no more than 25 per cent. If he 
sells at a loss, he merely applies the loss 
to his other earnings. 


Either way, he beats the system. 


There arc pitfalls, of course. One Is the 


whimsical manner in which various IRS 
districts Interpret the rules on player 
depreciation, according to Gerald II. 
Phlpps, chairman of the board of Rocky 
Mountain Empire Sports, Inc., the corpo- 


ration that operates the NFL, Denver 
Broncos and the Denver Bears, an Amer- 
ican Association baseball club. 


"Up to this point the IRS has left the 


valuation of players to the local IRS of- 
fice. It's been said that Miami had its 
players valued by the local IRS at 
$100,000 each when they got them In an 
expansion draft, while Cincinnati report- 
edly was allowed to use a valuation of 
only $25,000 each. 


But the big hazard, according to 


Phipps, Ls that "sooner or later the IRS 
will take the position (on chronic losers) 
that you are doing this not to build to a 
profit situation but to use losses to offset 
Income and disallow it. 


"Not only might the IRS disallow this 


write-off, but it might even go back and 
make it retroactive — which could be 
one hell of a jolt to anybody."

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Illinois hunters get a shot at 50-day duck season 


Waterfowl hunters will enjoy a so- 


day season for ducks this year, be- 
ginning at noon, Wednesday, Oct. 23 
and continuing through Dec. II. 


Goose season will begin Oct. 23 and 


conclude Dec. 31 In all counties ex- 
cept Alexander, Union, Jackson and 
Williamson. In those counties (quota 
xone) the season will begin Nov. 25 
and conclude Jon. 20, or when 22,000 
geese have been harvested. 


"Duo to the length of the state and 


the differences in weather conditions 
from one end to the other wo took all 
options that would give us a longer 
season," said Tony Dean, director of 
the Department of Conservation. 


"By doing 10 we obtained ID extra 


days of hunting, which Includes two 
extra weekends. More days means 
more hunting opportunities, and this 
was among the prime factors In 
making these decisions." 


Tho director said that five extra 


days of hunting were given Illinois 
by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
for choosing to remain on the point 
system, and five days were given for 


opening the season at noon in mid- 
week. 


"Saturday sunrlso openings In 


many areas sometimes become more 
of a waterfowl 'war' than a hunt," 
Dean pointed out. "Waterfowl biolog- 
ists believe that the heavy pressure 
on opening day has triggered early 
migration of tho lesser dabblers such 
as leal. Beginning the season at noon 
on a Wednesday will cut down on 
opening day pressure." 


Illinois hunters are Improving In 


duck Identification through tho point 
system, sold Dean, which makes tho 
hunter aware of his target, and is 
somewhat of a challenge. In two pub- 
pic hearings, hunters almost unani- 
mously favored this method of deter- 
mining bag limits. 


Canvaihnck, a species which has 


dwindled In numbers during the pait 
decade, will not be hunted In Illinois 
this year. 


"We would like to protect canvas- 


back for the next several years," 
said Dean. "There are a number of 
young canvasback this year which 
will add young females to the breed- 


Canvasbaclc will not be hunted In Illinois this year. 


Ing population. Canvasback don't 
nest until they are two years old, so 
rather' than harvest any young birds, 
we want to. send them all back and 
build up. a good breeding popu- 
lation." 


Dean said that redhead, another 


species which has dwindled in num- 
bers, will be hunted in most of 11- 
llnnois. "Redheads will be 100-point 
birds. Anytime a hunter shoots one, 
he has bagged his limit for the day. 
In addition, it will be unlawful to 
hunt this species on the Mississippi 


River from Alton to tho Wisconsin 
boundary." 


Tho black duck now has a point 


value of 90, compared to 25 last year, 
and mallard drakes and ringnecks 
become 35-point birds, compared to 
25 lost year. Pintails, which were 25- 
point birds last year, are 15-point 
birds this season, in bettor supply. 


"We reduced the mallard bug from 


last year so we might return a 20 per 
cent Increase of green heads to the 
breeding grounds next spring," Dean 
said. "This was not a good year for 
mallard reproduction, and by taking 
these measures we stand to have a 
better 
population 
migrating' next 


year." 


The daily bag limit is reached 


when the point value equals or ex- 
ceeds 100. Possession limit cannot 
exceed two days' bag limits. 


The point system: 
100 pts. — Redheads (Mississippi 


River closed from Alton to tho Wis- 
consin line). 


90 pts. — Hen mallards, wood 


ducks, black ducks, hooded merg- 
ansers. 


35 pts. — Mallard drakes, ring- 


necks. 


15 pts. — All other ducks. 
Coot will not be on the point sys- 


tem, and hunters will be allowed 15 
birds per day and 30 In possession. 


Daily bag limit for geese Is five, 


with no more than two being Canada 
fiecsc or their sub-spccica. The pos- 
session limit is five birds with no 
more than four Canada geese or 
their Hub-species, and Including no 
more than two white-fronted geese. 


Canada Reese, or their sub-species, 


may not be taken at any time in 
Knox County or in the following 
townships: Fulton County — Buck- 
heart, Canton, Cass, Dcerfleld, Fair- 
view, Farmlngton, Joshua, Orion, 
Putman and that portion of Banner 
bounded on the north by III. 9 and on 
the east by U.S. 24; Grundy County

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It's a boat and snowmobile in one 
An all-season recreational vehicle

There's no question of tlio Impact 


created by seasonal recreational ve- 
hicles. 


You can almost walk across Fox Lake 


from boat to boat on any Sunday during 
the summer while nary an open field sur- 
vives the distinct dimple of a snowmobile' 
tread once (ho powdery stuff sticks on 
the ground In winter. 


The limitation of each form of recrea- 


tion, however, Is that each Is strictly a 
seasonal sport. Owning both a boat and 
snowmobile Is perhaps a luxury enjoyed 
only by big Illinois stale lottery winners. 


Gary Daml of Mcllrnry, though, enjoys 


boating and xnowmoblllng from the same 
vehicle — the revolutionary Air Cycle 
that carries a suggested retail price of 
81,103. 


An amphibious apparatus that hns bor- 


rowed much of Us design from aeronau- 
tical textbooks, Doud previewed the 
unique form of transportation to a crowd 
of curiosity seekers on Petite Lake last 
week. 


Essentially, the machine resembles the 


swampboat — the kind you see churning 
through the marshes In the Florida Ever- 
glades.

The obvious difference, though, is that 


the Air Cycle derives its power from a 
propeller situated in the front. In this lo- 
cation, the thrcc-bladcd prop not only 
provides thrust, but also suspends the 
375-pound vehicle on a-3-to-6 Inch cush- 
ion. 


Launching the IO-foot-0 long and 5-foot- 


fl wide craft was the least of our worries. 
Doud warmed the noisy (85-00 decibels at 
SO feet under full throttle) engine while It 
was still mounted on Its trailer. 


Depressing the throttle past Its idling 


speed almost magically lifted the Air 
Cycle off Its mooring pod 'and into the 
water. With an operational load capacity 
of -too pounds, Doud was comfortably 
floating In the cockpit, checking the con- 
trols. 


The Instruments arc simply manipu- 


lated. There are no gauges. Steering is 
accomplished by a two-point aerodynam- 
ic system with a horizontal air foil trim 
control, drift correction for crosswinds 
and side hill operation and thrust spoil- 
ers for speed control. 


Having secured his life preserver, 


Doud engaged the throttle. The 45 horse- 
power, 650 cc, 2-cycle air-cooled Hlrth 
engine Immediately responded, lifting 
the nose out of the water and propelling 
the craft In a forward plane above the 
surface. 


Stunned boaters already on the lake 


paused to sec Doud flashing across In a 
frlctlonlcss ride that exceeds 40 miles 
per hour. 


Following the craft as part of the flo- 


tilla that had gathered to watch, Doud 
skimmed over a small island on the 


northwest part of the lake. 


"When It's in motion, the Air Cycle 


will clear a 4-to-5 inch rock or log," Doud 
explained. "It will also run pretty well in 


• choppy water — say a 6-to-10 Inch wave 
— but obviously, the smoother the ter- 
rain, the better the performance will 
be." 


My first reaction to the end of a ride 


was an instinctive, but futile search for 
the brake pedal. My left foot finally 
found the thrust damper, which when ac- 
tivated simultaneously with the release 
of the throttle, provides a smooth return 
to the surface of the water. 


Performance on sand or snow Is equal- 


ly effective and enjoyable, according to 
Doud. The Air Cycle wilt climb a contin- 
uous 20 per cent grade with one 170- 
pound adult aboard. Sleeper grades can 
be made with a running start. 


The Air Cycle's potential value to the 


sportsman Is perhaps overshadowed by 
its promotional billing as a new form of 
escape. The vehicle could penetrate bass- 
populated weed beds that otherwise 
would foul the biggest outboard or the 
smallest trolling motors. 


Concealed rocks and sand bars that 


claim countless outboard propellers and 
shear pins are friends of the Air Cycle. It 
would be o pleasure to "portage" be- 
tween lakes and there is plenty of room 
for tackle. 


Protecting the vehicle around Its per- 


imeter is a continuous plastic foam 
shock-absorbing section which can take 
punishing contact with objects without 
damaging the machine or Injuring its op- 
erator. 


The investment can't compare with the 


astronomical combined cost of a boat 
and snowmobile, but for BO miles per gal- 
lon, the Air Cycle appears to match the 
relative merits of both.

Team surgeon linked with gamblers 


NEW YORK — The team surgeon for 


the New York Giants provided known 
gamblers with confidential Information 
about player injuries last season, It was 
disclosed today when two members of an 
organized crime family were arrested on 
pro football bookmaklng charges. 


Dr. Anthony, "Tony" Plsani, chief or- 


thopedic surgeon for 10 years with the 
Giants before resigning that position a 
month ago, was mentioned in a 40-count 
indictment but not charged. 


Thomas Musto, 65, of New York and 


Michael Astarlta, 47, of Hillsdale, N.J., 
both known gamblers and partners In an 
operation said to have handled more 
than $100,000 in wagers on a typical foot- 
ball weekend, were formally charged In 
Manhattan Supreme Court with con- 
spiracy in the third degree and book- 
making In the first degree, a felony car- 
rying a possible penalty of three to five 
years In prison. 


Musto Is a "soldier" In the organized 


crime family formerly headed by the 
late Vlto Gcnovcse while Astarlta is a 
otic-time associate of the Intc Thomas 
"Tommy Kyan" Eboll, gunned down and 
killed In Brooklyn more than a year ago. 


Pisani's Involvement with the two gam- 


blers came to light during an intensive 
investigation begun last September by 
the Public Morals Division "of the New 
York Police Department's Organized 
Crime Control Bureau. The unit worked

John Alcndcnhall and other offensive and 
defensive players ulth the Giants." 


Pisani, a native New Yorker and a pop- 


ular figure in the National Football 
League, is considered one of the most 
skilled orthopedic men in the profession. 
He is the chief orthopedic surgeon at St. 
Vincent's Hospital and clinical professor 
of orthopedic surgery at Bcllvue Medical 
College.

Play- 
wright Oliver Hailey has smoothed, out 
the first act In which the three divorcees 
are Introduced and their backgrounds un- 
raveled by intimate confessions, accusa- 
tions and general remorse. 


"Father's Day" is one play that gives 


the two strongest roles to women. Per- 
haps this is why Barbara Rush was so 


attracted to Hailey's new offering that 
she chcre to produce and star In it, both. 
in San Diego and now In Arlington 
Heights. 


Miss Rush takes naturally to the ele- 


gant, sweet, often pompous Marian who 
is able to warmly adapt to her role as a 
divorcee, though who would ever believe 
she has a communist father? That's one 
gimmick that would be better written 
out.

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Speaking of ... 
The golden years 


l>y KAY MARSH 


As I get closer and closer to tho so-called "golden years" (Whenever 


they may be), I find myself more nml more Interested In news stories 
about benefits and special treatment for older Individuals. 


Some cities, for Instance, offer reduced bus fares to senior citizens. 


Several school systems offer free or lower admission to football games 
and other school events. Some theaters offer reduced ticket prices. 
Double exemptions for those over 65 and other special provisions In state 
and national tax laws give the senior citizens a break. 


Until recently, however, little has been done about age discrimination 


In the job market. Those of us in our mature years may welcome lower 
bus fares and reduced movie admissions, but many of us would rMher 
work. And many of us really need to work. 


Thus It's encouraging to read that the Labor Department Is now taking 


a new aggressive stance toward enforcing laws designed to protect older 
workers against an Insidious fonn of job discrimination known as 
"ageism." 


AS SYLVIA PORTER, nationally known economist and writer, wrote 


recently In her column, "Tho opening salvo has been fired at least in a 
new, no-nonscnsc crackdown against our most rampant and devastating 
form of job discrimination — 'ageism.'" 


Most of us so-called "older workers" In the U.S. (and there arc 37 


million of us between tho ages of 40 and 05) have probably personally 
experienced some form of job discrimination because of our age. Most of 
us, too. have more or less accepted as Inevitable a mandatory retirement 
age policy. 


Miss Porter reports, however, that there Is new hope for progress 


nijalnst "ageism," both under tho little known 1967 Age Discrimination in 
Employment Act and the new amendments signed into law by President 
Nixon along with the minimum wage amendments on April 8. 


You probably rend, for Instance, about the settlement In May of a case 


brought by tho Labor Department against Standard Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia, In which the latter agreed to award $2 million in back pay to 160 
older employes the company had Illegally discharged because of their 
age. 


ALSO WIDELY reported was the filing In Juno of a $20 million suit by 


tho Labor Department against the Baltimore Ohio and tho Chesapeake & 
Ohio railroad charging violation of the age discrimination law and chal- 
lenging, among other things, the company's mandatory retirement age of 
62. 


It's quite possible, then, that by the time you and I reach 62 or 65, or 


whatever, wo won't have to retire unless that's our preference. 


But by tho time wo do retire, I hope Illinois and other states havo 


adopted the Idea of a retired Virginia school teacher that senior citizens 
enjoy free classes at state colleges. 


At the suggestion of Mrs. Madeline N. Gee, who retired last year after 


n longtime teaching career, Virginia become, on July 1, tho first state In 
tho union to permit retirees to audit or take adult education courses free, 
on a space-avalliiblc basis, at any of the state's 39 publicly supported 
colleges and universities. 


Under the bill, Introduced by Delegate George W. Grayson, any quali- 


fied resident over 65 is eligible. Residents may also enroll for credit 
courses, full-time, nml part-time, on a tuition free-basis If personal in- 
come b less than $5,000 a year. If Income exceeds $5,000, they pay half 
price. 


HACKERS OF THE bill believe It offers several advantages. For ex- 


ample, Grayson says, It will help a number of citizens to advance their 
education and pursue Interests they may not havo had time for before 
retirement. Ho also points out that the bill may help colleges fill class- 
rooms and dorms that are not now being used to capacity. But perhaps 
most Important, he believes that taking college courses "will inspire and 
reinforce n sense of Independence, usefulness and vitality In senior citi- 
zens." 


So maybe we do have something to look forward to as wo get along in 


years. If the Labor Department continues to fight "ageism" and if other 
enlightened slate legislatures offer inducements for additional education. 


Maybe wo really will be getting better, or anyway a little richer and 


considerably smarter, instead of simply older. 


At least, let's hope so.

Quickie divorces

In the past few years, many of our 


states have eased up on divorce 
laws. About a dozen of them now 
have No Fault divorce for which the 
main ground Is cllhcr Incompatibility 
or Irreconcilable differences. 


It c s I (I o n c e requirements have 


been lowered In several others. Illi- 
nois still has Its traditional grounds 
for divorce (a No Fault divorce bill 
Is pending In the legislature), but the 
added ground of mental cruelty 
makes uncontcsled divorces easier to 
obtain. 


For these reasons, I had Just about 


given up the thought that anyone 
would Iw Interested In seeking a di- 
vorce In another country when I re- 
ceived the following letter several 
weeks ago, 


"Since we don't havo No Fault In 


Illinois yet. what about a Mexican di- 
vorce? Would It bo legal? Anxious." 


Not loo many years ago, it was the 


"In" thing to do. Cross tho border to 
Mexico nnd get a quick, easy di- 
vorce. At one time you could even 
get one through the mail! 


You may still go to Mexico, buy a 


sombrero and dance to marlachi mu- 
sic and the Mexicans will be your 
gracious hosts, but they now have all 
but abandoned the "over the border, 
quick and easy divorces" for which 
(hey were famou.1. 


• Today the new havoai seem to 


be Haiti nnd the Dominican Repub- 
lic. In both places, however, tho hus- 
band ami wife must consent to the 
divorce, which Is usually granted on 
tho ground of mental incompatibility. 
One spouse Is required to attend the 
hearing, but the other hires a local 
attorney to represent him or her. 


Any foreign decree Is scrutinized 


ami oftentimes frowned upon by U.S. 
courts unless the parties or one of 
them wa< a bona fida resident and 
them was consent between them. 


These divorces, however, arc rec- 


ognized under the principle of "com- 
ity of nations" (mutual respect and 
friendship, I.e., if the divorce Is valid 
in the country that says It is, then 
it's valid here). 


• In the U.S., Nevada seems to be 


the favorite divorce mecca because 
Its residence requirement is six 
weeks and among other grounds, the 
simpler one of incompatibility is a 
legal one for ending a marriage pro- 
viding the divorce Is uncontcstcd and 
each party has been represented by 
legal counsel. 


A problem that arises, however, Is 


that even though the divorce decree 
is recognized In other states, there 
are other matters to consider such as 
alimony and child custody which 
cannot be decided where tho parties 
do not actually live. 


If, for instance, Mrs. A. wonts 


alimony and custody of the children, 
she would hove to seek both in tho 
Illinois courts, If she and her hus- 
band live hero. 


Anyone who seeks a divorce out of 


tho state and Li not a bona fide resi- 
dent of that state selected will find 
himself facing all kinds of legal prob- 
lems. 


Even uncontcstcd out-of-stnte di- 


vorces havo their problems because 
usually property settlements, alimo- 
ny, custody havo to bo worked out. 
The expense Involved In establishing 
residency and cost of the divorce, le- 
gal fees, etc. may sink a person. 


It's wise to give a great deal of 


thought before taking that step out of 
your state to say goodbye to your 
marriage.

New trend in scholarships 


Mother returns to school

• Lydia Lombardo, 41 years old, DCS

What do these three women have in 


common? 


They ore nil college students. They 


hove all won scholarships. They all at- 
tend local community colleges. 


It is no longer a rarity to award educa- 


tional scholarships to mature women. Or- 
ganizations that once prided themselves 
In helping young people realize their 
scholastic potential now recognize the 
equal importance of helping adult women 
find self-fulfillment through higher edu- 
cation. 


THIS ATTITUDE is strongly rein- 


forced by colleges and universities. More 
and more emphasis is given to contin- 
uing education. To encourage mature 
women to return to school, colleges bend 
over backwards to provide flexible 
schedules; convenient locations, many 
times off-campus; child care; special ca- 
rcor counseling, seminars and in- 
troductory workshops; and stimulating, 
inviting course offerings. 


In June, 1974, the DCS Plalnes Junior 


Woman's Club selected Mrs. Vincent J. 
Lombardo as the recipient of its $350 
award — a decision based partly on her 
desire to use her education to help other 
women return to school. 


"It was a' frightening thing to go to 


college," said Lydla, who began taking 
courses at Oakton Community College In 
Morton Grove last fall. "Registration 
was such a mush-mosh. But I had gained 
a groat deal of self-confidence from a 
single course I took at Harper Commu- 


nity College previously — 'Investigation 
into Identity.'" 


LYDIA SOON discovered there were 


other mature women in her Oakton 
classes, though many of the students' 
were the same age as her oldest chil- 
dren. She sensed no resentment from any 
of them. 


"Kids are responsive to adults. If 


you're willing to talk straight to them, 
they arc willing to talk straight to you. 
This is an honest generation," she de- 
clared. 


Caring for a home, husband and seven 


children ranging in age from 4 to 18 
while taking college courses requires 
some housekeeping gymnastics and a 
rearrangement of priorities. 


"Some things don't get done," said 


Lydia matter-of-factly, "but 
everybody 


survives." Husband and children all 
pitch In to help with the housework. 


"THE 
KIDS ENJOY the fact that I'm, 


going to school," she added. "They listen 
to my papers and I listen to theirs." 


She finds it more difficult to take 


courses during the summer because 
from early morning to late evening there 
is never a moment when none of the chil- 
dren are around. So she studies "in the 
wee hours of the morning" or slips away 
to her husband's shoe store in Des 
Plaines during Its closed hours. "I'm 
taking 'Introduction to Literature' this 
summer — and it's a toughie," she said. 


Even having a pre-schooler at home 


has not been a problem. In summer, the 
older children take care of little Lydia. 
Before that, Dad took his youngest along 
with him to his children's shoe store, 
equipped with games and frequented by 
many small fry, while Mama was in 
school. 


NOW YOUNG Lydla is going to col- 


lege, too. She will be enrolled in Oakton's 
pro-school program while her mother at- 
tends classes.

President Ford's right at home in the kitchen

President Ford not only brings home 


the bacon, but he cooks it too. 


Obviously he loves the kitchen and 


isn't turned on by the old idea that-it 
should be strictly woman's province. 


The man has to be a homebody, even 


as he holds the highest office in tho land 
and probably won't be able to do as 
much around the White House as ho 
could at the Fords' Alexandria, Va., 
home. 


By two simple chores tho morning of 


his inauguration, ho showed himself a 
man of no pretense. He also became tho 
friend of all women who reach beyond 
the Old World tradition of "klrke, kuch- 
en, kinder." 


There ho was, on the most momentous 


day In his life, picking up the morning 
paper at tho front of the house. 


A Secret Service agent could have done 


that. 


Then he went In and cooked a full 


breakfast for himself and son Steven, 
who was up early to go collect his check 
from the National Capital Park Service 
for mowing grass. 


ON THAT DAY. Betty Ford got a 


little more shutcye. But she was up by 
7:30 to have tea and toast with her secre- 
tary Nancy Howe, a family friend who's 
been helping Mrs. Ford since her hus- 
band became vice president. 


Presumably Mrs. Ford is not one of 


those wives who feel compelled to, or arc 
expected by their spouses to, cook the 
morning meal, no matter how early 
breakfast must be. 


Why I know of some wives who arise 


as early as 5 and 5:30 to "get the house 
going," and then put in a full office day. 
It's still expected of them, even after the 
women's liberation movement. 


Certainly Mrs. Ford's not had to go to 


the office. But she's proved a supportive 


spected the White House, she said-that 
certainly the President could go right on 
cooking breakfast with the family settled 
in. There's a small kitchen near the 
Fords' second floor bedroom where the 
President can putter as he wishes. 


"All he needs is a toaster," said Mrs. 


Ford. That sounds like minimal equip- 
ment. Maybe he should have a fry pan 
for such things as the bacon. 


But consider what you can do with a 


toaster, the regular pop-up style. The 
president can toast bread, English muf- 
fins, corn muffins, frozen waffles, and 
many of tho sweet pastries.

stalled, a deluxe toaster-oven, the Pres- 
ident can cook just about everything that 
a small oven will do from baking po- 
tatoes to heating frozen TV dinners. And 
of course, make toast. 


I talked with home economists at Gen- 


eral Electric on this matter juJt to help 
the President if he needs it. For break- 
fast, for instance, he can prepare frozen 
waffles and sausages, prebuttcr toast, 
sprinkle it with cinnamon, if he wishes, 
and the bread pops forward browned on 
both sides. Or he can make shirred eggs 
with ham or sausage. 


He can set the appliance to top brown 


only, making grilled cheese sandwiches 
or casseroles. 


And if he wishes to get into more com- 


plicated toaster-oven cooking, there arc 
recipes for main dishes (Swiss steak or 
fish fillets), snacks and appetizers (quick 
pizza, stuffed mushroom caps) and des- 
serts (baked Alaska tarts, spice pound 
cake). 


If Mrs. Ford wished, she could toast 


hors d'oeuvrcs for White House parties. 
But, as the appliance people said, "we 
don't think home cooking will be going 
that far."

You just told them. And every word of 


Deep breathing 
blows off too much carbon dioxide and 
upsets the body chemistry. Tho normal 
respiratory 
reflex mechanisms 
that 


would force a person to breathe again 
when he needs lo don't work, and the 
person can become unconscious. 


ANOTHER WAY it happens Is that 


breath holding sets off powerful reflex 
actions that can actually stop the heart. 
This Is ono mechanism in causing a 
simple faint. 


Tho habit of deep, rapid breaths and 


then holding your breath for underwater 
swimming is dangerous and should not 
be done. There have been several deaths 
reported from this habit. It is better to 
simply blow out once and then take in a 
maximum breath before going under wa- 
ter. 


Then instead of holding the breath It 


is better to let the excess air out slowly 
while swimming. Tills way you don't 
have the lungs filled to tho bursting point 
the whole time. The prolonged over- 
inflation of the lungs from breath holding 
is also a factor In causing fainting.

An albino simply doesn't have the nor- 


mal pigment in the skin. It is a variation 
that is present from birth. Sometimes the 
pigment isn't totally absent.

PIGMENT DOESN'T make much dif-

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Electric zither inventor to perform Friday night 


Although zither music Is most often as- 


sociated with music in central Europe in 
the beginning of this century, it has also 
been hoard In Beatles music. 


It can be heard Friday from 6 to 8 


p m. in Rolling Meadows' Wild West vll- 
logo by Chicago's finest zither player 
and inventor of the electric zither, Hudy 
Wacek. 


Rudy emigrated to this country in 1922 


from what Is now Czechoslovakia. He 
worked as a machinist and music re-en- 
tered his life In 1036 when ho took up the 


accordion to help feed his family In 
what was hard times for all Americans. 
Since 1042, he has combined careers of 
free lanco machinist making laboratory 
test Instruments and zither musician. 


Because a zither Is very soft in vol. 


umc, It has had a small place In Ameri- 
can music, which Is mainly heard in 
lounges and night clubs. 


Wacek, perplexed by the zither's sound 


problem and fascinated by how elec- 
tronic amplification had solved a similar 
problem for the guitar, began to explore 


the possibility of electronically amplify- 
ing the zither. 


The problem was not an easy one to 


solve. The guitar has six strings; the 
concert zither has 42. Rudy simplified 
the problem by reducing the number of 
strings to 32 and Inventing the "enter- 
tainment zither." 


He designed circuits and magnetic 


pickups for each of the three sets of zith- 
er strings, each set having its own Indi- 
vidual volume control. 


With the electric zither, the sound pick- 


ups arc so sensitive that any sloppiness 
which might have gone unnoticed on a 
conventional instrument conies off loudly 
and clearly over the loud speaker. 


Wacek mokes his own zithers in his 


basement workshop using spruce and 
maple he acquired in Mcttcnwald, the 
center of Bavaria's violin-making coun- 
try. 


He was regular soloist at The Golden 


Ox restaurant for many years and has 
recently played in Michigan's annual 
Bavarian Festival.

multiple-dwelling fee hikes 


Wheeling officials arc moving to revise 


village permit fees, which Robert Kn- 
mlnskl. acting building director, says 
have encouraged the construction of mul- 
tiple-family developments. 


"I can understand why It's multiple- 


family mil here." Kaminski told the board 
during a committee meeting Monday. 
"This Li green pastures out here with 
fcc.« like this." 


"Well then I think the draught Is going 


to hit very fast," said Trustee Albert 
Lane. "We're going to cut the grass off, 
If it's green pastures," 


Kamliukl noted several examples of 


permit fees, which he said favored mul- 
tiple-family developments over single- 
family homes. For example, he said 
single-family homes arc charged n $1 in- 
spection fee for every plumbing fixture 
while multiple-family developments ore 
charged a flat $30 per building. 


LIKEWISE, occupancy permits have 


cost single-family homobulldcrs $5 per 
building, and developers of multi-unit 
projects have been charged the same $5 
per building. Kaminskl said he would 
like to charge J5 for each living unit In 
the multiple developments, noting a 72- 
unit apartment building now costs the 
same as a single house. 


Lang agreed, saying each living unit 


houses a single family. He said builders 
should thus be charged by the unit rather 
than the building. 


Kamiiukl said by reviling the permit 


fee schedule, the village might encour- 
age single-family developments rather 
than apartments and townhouses. He 
noted that only three 
single-family 


homes were built In the post year. 


The acting building director also rec- 


ommended lowering the cost of permits 
for single-family homes. 


Currently the village permits cost n set 


amount for the first $1.000 valuation, 
with the cost decreasing per $1,000 as the 
value Increases. Kamlnski suggested a 
flat $3 per $l,ooo value for single-family 
homes and H per $1,000 value on com- 


mercial and industrial property. He said 
the commercial and industrial rate Is 
lower because the cost of such buildings 
is greater than for single-family resi- 
dences. 


KAMINSKI MADE his recommenda- 


tions as part of a general permit fees 
review. Other department heads also 
recommended permit fee changes that 
would favor single-family development. 


Larry Oppcnhclmer, public works di- 


rector, said the village now charges $25 
for each tap-on to village water mains. He 
said that while the village codes call for 
individual fees for each unit of a motel, 
there is no guideline for the fees charged 
multiple-family developments. As such, 
he said, only one fee Is charged fo an 
apartment building, although that build- 
ing may service 72 families. 


Oppcnhcimcr said Wheeling's fees arc 


substantially lower than those charged 
by other villages. He said while Wheeling 
might charge $25 for an apartment to con- 
nect with village water, Buffalo Grove 
would charge $1,600 while Arlington 
Heights would charge $400.

21 after serving the 
post two years as principal of Landmark 
Elementary School in McHenry. 


Openness, honesty and a willingness to 


listen will characterize Burgdorf's style 
of running the school at 133 S. Willc Avc.. 
hc says, adding that students, teachers 


and parents will sec a lot of him both in 
and out of his office on the first floor. 


FOR ONE THING, he plans to teach 


classes and join in playground games of 
ten to get to know students and give 
them a chance to get to know him. 


"1 think it's important for kids to see 


the principal as a human being and not 
just an authority figure," Burgdorf said 
in an interview Tuesday. "I want to 
make myself very visible to the kids so 
they won't think of me as just someone 
who sits in his office, sends out nemos 
and talks over the loudspeaker ever once 
in a while."

12% tax increase 
looms for village 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt has predicted a 12 


per cent Increase in the village portion of residents' 1D7S 
property taxes as n result of the 1074-73 tax levy. 


Passolt told the village board the $811,900 levy, up $133,200 


or 10 per cent from last year, is needed because of the higher 
cost of village operations. The levy will provide about 20 per 
cent of the village's 11,890,019 budget. 


While I recognize that this is a significant tax Increase, the 


higher cost of village operations do necessitate this increase," 
Passolt said of Iho anticipated 12 per cent hike. 


The manager noted that In three of the last four years, not 


Including this year's taxes, tlio village tax rale has de- 
creased. 


"With lhl.1 type of history, I think that everyone should 


understand that In light of rising costs, uc arc no longer in a 
position to keep from Increasing taxes," he said. 


The village board has granted preliminary approval to the 


levy, which has been posted for public Inspection. Final vote 
on the levy b expected next week. 


Retention basins required? 


The village board has called for an ordinance that would 


require developers to Install retention basins and storm sew- 
ers prior to any construction. 


The action was requested after Roland Shcpnrd, 2428 Corn- 


ell Avc., complained that both the VIP Apartments and Lake 
of the- Winds development were causing flooding on his prop- 
erty. After investigating the complaint, Larry Oppcnhclmcr, 
village engineer and director of public works, said that some 
of the flooding would be reduced when retention facilities arc 
built at Lake of the Winds, located south of tllntz Road be- 
tween Cornell Avenue and Waterman Lane. 


Oppcnhclmcr recommended that building permits for Lake 


of the Winds bo held up until retention facilities and storm 
sowers are installed. The board approved that recommenda- 
tion, and Trustee Albert Lang asked that this policy bo applied 
to all developments. 


The ordinance requested by Lang is similar to a provision 


In the village's new stormwatcr run-off ordinance. That law 
requires stormwatcr run-off controls to be built prior to any 
carthmoving "where development of a property presents the 
threat of flooding or damage by flash run-off to down- 
stream residents." 


Four assigned to panels 


Four Wheeling residents were appointed to fill scats on vil- 


lage commissions recently expanded by the village board. 


Eliot Tobias, 148 Mockingbird Ln., and Cha/les Kohlstcdt, 


223 E. Dennis Rd., were appointed to the plan commission to 
serve until June 30, 1D75. They bring to nine the number of 
plan commission members. 


Martin Maracck, 765 N. Dennis Rd., and Jnmes Green, 140 


Mockingbird Ln., were appointed to servo on the environmen- 
tal commission, bringing Iho membership of that board to 
seven. Mnrncck will serve until June 30,1975, and Green will 
servo until June 30,1976. 


Trustee Don Jackson voted against the appointment of 


both Green and Kohlstcdt. noting that Kohlstcdt works for 
Material Service and might therefore be faced with some 
conflict of interest. He suggested that Green bo appointed to 
the plan commission and Kohlstcdt be appointed to the envi- 
ronmental board. 


Trustee Albert Lang said there was no conflict since Kohls- 


Icdt Is located In Chicago and has no dealings through his 
company In the Wheeling area.

Koeppcn said he now knows of only one apartment com-

Board: lime to enforce ordinances 
Builders denied zoning extensions 


Four developers who failed to begin 


their projects within two years of zoning 
approval have been denied extensions by 
the Wheeling Village Board. 


The board members Monday turned 


down four requests for extensions of the 
village's two year zoning limit, saying it 
was time the village enforced its ordi- 
nances. The two year zoning limit has 
been on the books since mid-1972, but un- 
til recently was enforced for only one de- 
velopment. 


Last year, the plan commission re- 


fused to review plans for the Swan Lake 
Apartments, saying zoning for the proj- 
ect had expired. The board approved a 
two-year extension for tfle project after 
developers petitioned the board to recn- 
act their zoning. 


THE TWO-YEAR ZONING limit was 


originally designed to prevent developers 
from seeking zoning changes that would 
increase the value of their land for fu- 
ture speculation. According to the ordi- 
nance, the zoning reverts to its original 
designation "unless work thereon is sub- 
stantially under way" within two years. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


ordinance has not been enforced because 
he has not had time to research the mat- 
ter. He said he began notifying devel- 
opers of the time limit earlier this month 
after his duties were lightened by the 
hiring of an administrative assistant. 


Since 1972, many developments that 


have exceeded their two-year zoning lim- 
it have been built because the ordinance 
has not been enforced. Most recently, the 


Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank broke 
ground for its new facility at the north- 
east corner of Dundee Road and Mil- 
waukee Avenue, although the zoning ap- 
proved in 1971 has expired. 


The first extension request resulted 


from these letters came from the North 
Suburban Library District, with board 
members voting last week to have an or- 
dinance prepared extending the zoning. 
The district plans to build its headquar- 
ters on Dundee Road just east of the 
Wheeling Post Office. 


THE FOUR REQUESTS presented to 


the board Monday were denied, with 
board members noting none of the devel- 
opers cited adequate reasons for their 
delays. 


Trustees give Passolt avote of confidence 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


was given a vote of confidence by the 
village board after Trustee Albert Lang 
asked the board to support any actions 
taken by Passolt in disciplining employ- 
es. 


Lang called for the vote of confidence 


after noting that the police department is 
not enforcing bicycle safety regulations. 
He said if village employes arc not prop- 
erly performing their duties, then Pas- 
solt should tako tho necessary action 


with the trustees' support. 


After some questioning about the pur- 


pose of the vote of confidence, Lang's 
proposal was approved by voice vote. Al- 
though none of the trustees voted against 
the proposal, not all of the board mem- 
bers voted on the matter. 


WHEN ASKED TO explain his request 


after the meeting, Lang said he repeat- 
edly backed the employes in their 
requests for increased job protection. He 
felt Passolt should also have backing 


from the board. 


"I have no use for anyone who is not 


doing their job," he said. "We should get 
a day's work for a day's pay." 


Before the vote, Trustee William Hcin 


said the vote of confidence was unneces- 
sary since it was Passolt's job to take 
action against employes who are not 
doing their jobs. 


Lang said that while he understood 


this, he wanted to give Passolt his public 
support. 


Lake Michigan water link-up sought 


Buffalo Grove residents may be drink- 


Ing Lake Michigan water within the next 
few years. 


The village board Monday night voted 


to ask the Lake County Water District to 
include it in preliminary plans for a wa- 
ter main extending from Zlon to Liber- 
tyvllle.

Race track housing plan may bring 15,000 residents

A long-range housing development plan 


for Arlington Park Race Track, which 
ultimately could bring 15,000 additional 
persons Into the Village of Arlington 
Heights, was presented publicly for the 
first time Tuesday. 


Included In the plan arc 12 3.1-story 


apartment buildings, a number of five- 
story condominium apartment buildings 
and 478 townhouscs. The whole complex 
Is planned for a 100-acrc site Immediate- 
ly north of the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel and west of the race track, land 
now used for the hotel golf course. 


Representatives of the Richards Group 


of Illinois, which Is planning the devel- 
opment for Madison Square Garden 
Corp., said It may take as long as 20 
years to completely develop the 5,710 
units they are contemplating. 


The Immediate objective is to build 267 


townhouscs on a 30-acro site northeast of 
the hotel, Richards Group officials said. 
In order to have moro time lo work on 
tho housing plan, an attorney for Arling- 
ton Park said he will flic this week for 
an extension of tho track's five-year an- 
nexation agreement with tho village. 


ARTHUR GINGOLD, Richards Group 


president, told a meeting of tho plan 
commission's plat and subdivision com- 
mittee, that any estimate on the value of 


the housing development would "just be 
science fiction." He later conservatively 
estimated the project's cost at $80 mil- 
lion. 


A target date for groundbreaking for 


the town house phase of tho plan is next 
Spring, Glngold sold, but numerous pub- 
lic meetings on the plan lie ahead. 


First Arlington Park will request an 


extension of Its five-year-old annexation 
agreement with the Village of Arlington 
Heights, a pact set to expire Oct. 20. 
nichanl Babcock, attorney for Arlington 
Park, sold recently passed legislation 
now makes it possible for land annexa- 
tion agreements to be extended for five 
moro years.

Board: time to enforce ordinances 
Builders denied zoning extensions 


Four developers who failed to begin 


their projects within two years of zoning 
approval have been denied extensions by 
the Wheeling Village Board. 


The board members Monday turned 


down four requests for extensions of the 
village's two year zoning limit, saying It 
was time the village enforced its ordi- 
nances. The two year zoning limit has 
been on the books since mid-1972, but un- 
til recently was enforced for only one de- 
velopment. 


Last year, the plan commission re- 


fused to review plans for the Swan Lake 
Apartments, saying zoning for the proj- 
ect had expired. The board approved a 
two-year extension for the project after 


developers petitioned the board to reen- 
act their zoning. 


THE TWO-YEAR ZONING limit was 


originally designed to prevent developers 
from seeking zoning changes that would 
Increase the value of their land for fu- 
ture speculation. According to the ordi- 
nance, the zoning reverts to its original 
designation "unless work thereon Is sub- 
stantially under way" within two years. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


ordinance has not been enforced because 
he has not had time to research the mat- 
ter. He said he began notifying devel- 
opers of the time limit earlier this month 
after his duties were lightened by the 
hiring of an administrative assistant. 


Since 1972, many developments that 


have exceeded their two-year zoning lim- 
it have been built because the ordinance 
has not been enforced. Most recently, the 
Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank broke 
ground for its new facility at the north- 
east corner of Dundee Road and Mil- 
waukee Avenue, although the zoning ap- 
proved In 1971 has expired. 


The first extension request resulted 


from these letters came from the North 
Suburban Library District, with board 
members voting last week to have an or- 
dinance prepared extending the zoning.

projects have been charged the same $5 
per building. Kaminskl said ho would 
like to charge $5 for each living unit in 
the multiple developments, noting a 72- 
unit apartment building now costs the 
same as a single house. 


Lang agreed, saying each living unit 


houses a single family. He said builders 
should thus be charged by the unit rather 
than the building. 


Kaminski said by revising the permit 


fee schedule, the village might encour- 
age single-family developments rather 
than apartments and townhouscs. He 
noted 
that only three single-family 


homes were built in the past year. 


The acting building director also rec- 


ommended lowering the cost of permits 
for single-family homes. 


Currently the village permits cost a set 


amount for the first $1,000 valuation, 
with the cost decreasing per $1,000 as the 
value Increases. Kaminski suggested a 
flat $5 per $1,000 value for single-family 
homes and $4 per $1,000 value on com- 
mercial and industrial property. He said 
the commercial and industrial rate is 
lower because the cost of such buildings 
is greater than for single-family resi- 
dences. 


KAMINSKI MADE his recommenda- 


tions as part of a general permit fees 
review. Other department heads also 
recommended permit fee changes that 
would favor single-family development. 


Larry Oppenheimer, public works di- 


rector, said the village now charges $25 
for each tap-on to village water mains. He 
said that while the village codes call for 
individual fees for each unit of a motel, 
there Is no guideline for the fees charged 
multiple-family developments.

Four of the mobile units tour the coun- 


try and operate on donations by persons 
who walk through and peer at the dingy, 
ominous reminders of what eventually 
happens to the lawbreaker. 


Strategically placed placards bearing 


such Slogans as "anyone who asks >ou to 
do the wrong thing is never your friend," 
and "the greatest handicap a person can 
have is a police record," complement the 
exhibit in decrying the evil o! crime. 


Race track housing plan may bring 15,000 residents 


hy KCUT BAKIt 


A long-range housing development plan 


for Arlington Park Race Track, which 
ultimately could bring 15,000 additional 
persons into the Village of Arlington 
Heights, was presented publicly for the 
first time Tuesday. 


Included in I ho plan arc 12 3.1-story 


apartment buildings, a number of five- 
story condominium apartment buildings 
and 478 townhoiues. The whole complex 
Is planned for a 190-acro site Immediate- 
ly north of the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel and west of tho raco track, land 
now used for tho hotel golf course. 


Representatives of the Richards Group 


of Illinois, which ii planning the devel- 
opment for Madison Square Garden 
Corp., said it may take as long as 20 
years to completely develop tho 5,710 
units they are contemplating. 


Tho Immediate objective Is to build 257 


townhouscs on a 30-acro silo northeast of 
tho hotel, Richards Group officiate said. 
In order to have moro time to work on 
tho housing plan, an attorney for Arling- 
ton Park said he will file tills week for 
an extension of the track's five-year an- 
nexation agreement with the village. 


ARTHUR GINGOLD, Richards Group 


president, told a meeting of Uw plan 
commission's plat and subdivision com* 
mltteo, that any estimate on tho value of 


the housing development would "just be 
science fiction." He later conservatively 
estimated the project's cost at $80 mil- 
lion. 


A target date for groundbreaking for 


the townhousc phase of the plan is next 
Spring, Gingold said, but numerous pub- 
lic meetings on the plan lie ahead. 


First Arlington Park will request an 


extension of Its five-year-old annexation 
agreement with tho Village of Arlington 
Heights, a pact set to expire Oct. 20. 
Richard Babcock, attorney for Arlington 
Park, said recently passed legislation 
now makes it possible for land annexa- 
tion agreements to be extended for fivo 
moro years. Previously, these agree- 
ments could not bo lengthened. 


Babcock said terms of tho extended 


agreement would bo Identical to those 
that have governed relations between tho 
village and tho raco track since 1969. Tho 
request Is expected to appear on the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board's agenda 
Sept. 9. 


Many of the details of the race track 


housing development plan remain to bo 
worked out, and Gingold sold the make-

defective heating systems present a 
serious hazard to health and safety. 


Answering the question "What should 


1 be done?" the Informational letter ad- 


vises homeowners to take steps them- 
selves to correct whatever defect or 
deficiency may bo present in the home- 
owners' furnace.

"A thorough Inspection of your furnace 


' by a reputable heating service firm is 
, very important," the letter adds. Village 
' officials have offered free village In- 
spections during the furnace study but 
announced these will bo discontinued af- 
ter Aug. 31. 


Tilt: LETTER. WHICH bears Village 


Pros. Charles Zettck's signature, further 
states, "The village government has ox- 
'amlned the problem, engaged specialists 
and now offers its views on the matter. 
We believe that you should, before the 
next heating season, toko steps to correct 
whatever defect or deficiency that may 
bo present In your homo." 


The village recommends the following 


steps: 


• If the heat exchanger Is defective,

for your installation. 


TIIR LETTER MAKES no note of the 


fact that village inspectors have found 
that approximately 1,700 of the villages 
Centex Homes Corp. built homes where 
furnace failures arc suspected, have fire 
safety and building code violations that 
include inadequate combustion air, and 
too short chimneys. 


The letter goes on to caution residents 


that these various efforts on a furnace 
part "may not prevent defects from oc- 
curring but arc believed to be helpful In 
extending the life of the heating system 
and protecting the family." 


"Defective healing systems present a 


serious hazard to your health and safety 
— we urge you to take the steps men- 
tioned," says the letter. 


The letter notes that the village has for 


a number of months been engaged In an 
extensive Investigation of furnace heat 
exchangers In single-family homes, to 
try to determine why an abnormally high 
number of the furnace parts have 
cracked or rusted out, allowing exhaust 
fumes to enter heating ducts. It adds 
that more than half of the approximately 
600 furnaces examined by the village 
have defects or disturbing levels of dete- 
rioration.

Dist. 59 ivrapup 
Erviti seeks funds 
to offset aid cut 


District Supt. James Eriviti, in a report to the board of 


education Monday night, called for the board to consider how 
it will face the issue of declining state aid within the next 
year to year and a half. 


Erviti said the new formula for figuring state aid will mean 


Dist 5D will receive $3.8 million in state aid for the coming 
school year. The same formula, however, will give the dis- 
trict only $1.4 million In state aid for the 1975-78 school year. 


Erviti told the board that the district has sufficient borrow- 


ing power to adopt a comfortable 1075-76 budget, but after 
that, extensive borrowing would be necessary. 


The board looked into the possibility of a tax rate referen- 


dum to raise the rate earlier this year, to make up for proj- 
ected aid losses, but heavy public sentiment against the move 
forced the board to shelve the idea. 


Butlgct rises 10 per cent 


The board, after a short public hearing on the matter, ap- 


proved a new district budget for the 1974-75 school year of 
$15.2 million, up about 10 per cent from last year's $13.8 
million budget. 


Tho approval of the budget culminates about eight months 


of work on the part of district staff and Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administrative services. 


Included in the budget is more than $2 million In the bond 


and Interest fund, which pays off past construction in the 
district. 


The tax rate for the coming budget is estimated at 2.30 per 


$100 assessed valuation, according to Perry, compared to an 
estimated 1973-74 rato of 2.31. 


State funds earmarked for tax relief are expected to send 


the rate down an additional 3 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation for nn estimated tax rate of 2.27 cents for the coming 
school ycnr. 


The estimated lower tax rato will show up on tax bills next 


year, not this year, according to Perry. 


Tho new tax rate is based on an assessed district valuation 


of $521 million. 


Policy changes approved 


Several new sections wcro approved by tho board for In- 


sertion in the policy manual. 


An addition to tho section on the board attorney sets up 


guidelines for the attorney to work through the board presi- 
dent who is responsible to provide guides to the attorney. The 
new policy nlso says the attorney is available for consultation 
with individual board members or designated members of the 
administration. 


The now section also encourages the board attorney to at- 


tend workshops and seminars such as those sponsored by 
both the national and Illinois associations of school boards 
and sets n review of the attorney's performance for tho fall of 
each year. 


New policy was also adopted concerning tho disposal of 


textbooks. Procedure to bo followed Include offering the 
books to another agency or parents, offering tho books to an 
organization that recycles paper, and as a last resort, books 
may bo burned. 


Other policies adopted give parents tho right to see all their 


child s test scores and give boys and girls equal access to all 
activities, programs, resources and facilities in tho district 
whilo prohibiting activities which restrict membership to boys 
or girls.

tendent for Instruction Erwln Stevenson. Tho raise was de- 
nied at tho last meeting of tho board, Aug. 5.

27% assessed valuation rise 
to mean property tax cuts

A 27 per cent Increase in assessed 


valuation of property in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage was responsible for a drop in 1973 
residential tax bills that averaged $75, 
according to George Coney, village fi- 
nance director. 


Coney said the village's total assessed 


valuation is $297,927,159, representing a 
27.4 per cent increase over the 1972 fig- 
ure. Tax bills were mailed out lost week 
by the county treasurer. 


The total assessed valuation in the 


Cook County portion of the village is 
$287,915,779 with the additional $10 mil- 
lion in the village's DuPage County area. 


Coney sold if the state tax equalization 


factor had not been reduced from 1.59 to 
1.4813, Elk Grove Village's total assessed 
valuation would be nearer to $300 mil- 
lion. 


"Because of the increase in village- 


wide assessment, property tax rates in 
Elk Grove Village went down 2.8 per 
cent In the Cook County, Elk Grove 
Township portion of the village, and 
down 4,8 per cent in the Schaumburg 
Township portion of the village," said 
Coney. 


For Elk Grove Village homeowners liv- 


ing west of HI. Rte. 53 in Schaumburg 
Township, this represented a rate de- 
crease of approximately 38 cents for ev- 
ery $100 of assessment valuation from 
the former rate of $7.97 for every $100 of 
valuation to the new $7.59 rate. 


In the area cast of Rte. 53 in Elk 


Grove Township, the decrease was about 
20 cents from the old rate of $7.20 per 
every $100 of assessed valuation to $7. 


Coney pointed out Elk Grove Village 


receives 45 cents of the per hundred dol- 
lar rate assessment. As an example, the 
village will receive 45 cents of every $7

Bus service for elderly 
stalled by attorney's ruling 


Two separate proposals for special se- 


nior citizen bus services in Rolling Mead- 
ows were presented to the city council 
license committee last night. 


The proposals from the Palatine Town- 


ship Council on the Aged and Elk Grove 
Township would provide bus service for 
senior citizens living in the townships. 
The Palatine service would be provided 
for seniors 60 years of age and older for 
50 cents per ride. The Elk Grove Town- 
ship service would be free to residents 
living in the city south of Central Road. 


Both systems are operated by their re- 


spective townships with federal revenue 
sharing funds. Both state and federal au- 
thorities have ruled that the use of the 
funds for transportation for the elderly is 
allowable. 


HOWEVER, THERE may be a prob- 


lem in granting a license for the bus ser- 
vices in the city because of a technicality 
in city ordinances regulating licensing. 


Both township systems have been in 


operation for some months, in Palatine 
since Feb. 20 and in Elk Grove since 
December, 1973. However, neither has 
ben allowed to operate in Rolling Mea- 
dows because a license issued by the city 
has been required. 


Aid. Thomas Scanlan, 1st, chairman of 


the license committee told committee 
members Tuesday night a letter from 
City Atty. Donald Rose indicated there 
could be a problem in issuing the licens- 
es. 


Scanlan said according to Rose, ordi- 


nances granting a license to a firm 
which charges a fee require that the ser- 
vice be available to all Rolling Meadows 
residents. The Interpretation could mean 
that the Palatine service, which charges 
a SO cent rate, may not be entitled to a 
license because the service is restricted 
to the elderly and only to those who live 
in that part of the city lying in Palatine 
Township. 


The ordinance would apparently not 


apply to the Elk Grove service, which is 
free, because Rose said the city cannot 
restrict a not-for-profit, free agency from 
operating in the city. Houcver, Scanlan 
told the committee members careful re- 
view should be given to other factors, 
including the insurance liability coverage 
of the system. 


Scanlan also sought assurances from 


Palatine Township representative Ray 
Hanscnstaff and Elk Grove township 
auditor Bernard Lee that both operations 
would be maintained and continued. "We 
would not want to provide a service and 
then have it taken away," Scanlan said. 


Present volume too low 
Euclid, Rohlwing traffic 
signals seen in 2 years 
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Tentative plans have been made by Il- 


linois Highway Dcpt. authorities to in- 
stall traffic control lights within the next 
two years at the intersection of Euclid 
Avenue and Rohlwing Road. 


Traffic volume counts at the inter- 


section have been conducted, the most 
recent several months ago, and have 
found that minimum requirements of n 
traffic light are not met. However, offi- 
cials said Monday traffic volume within 
the next two years should increase, .so 
the intersection has boon tentatively in- 
cluded for signals in the fiscal 1976 budg- 
et year which begins July 1,1975. 


According to Roy Fonda of the state 


h i g h w a y department, recent traffic 
counts at the intersection show the vol- 
ume falls just short of the minimum re- 
quirement. During the racing season, 
traffic is considerably higher, although 
special Rolling Meadows police details 
arc employed to direct traffic during the 
seaBon. Fonda said, however, that vol- 


ume counts must be measured for a 
"typical day." 


Fonda said the department has pro- 


jected that signals may be needed in the 
future and that the traffic volume will 
probably reach the minimum state-re- 
quired level by next year. 


Currently the intersection is controlled 


by four-way stop signs. 


ACCORDING TO Rolling Meadows Po- 


lice Chief Lewis R. Case, the number of 
traffic accidents which occur at the in- 
tersection during a year is higher than 
the normal average. "That is a bad cor- 
ner," he said. "Traffic lights would 
help." 


The cost of lights at the present lime is 


uncertain because of continuing increas- 
es, according to Fonda. He said within 
the past year costs have gone from 
$10,000 to $60,000. Ho said the Euclid- 
Rohlwing Intersection would likely cost 
in tho $60,000 range by the time tho lights

Boys nabbed in Nebraska 
may face federal count

Federal charges of Interstate theft of 


an auto may Iw added to a count o( 
strong-armed robbery already filed by 
Nebraska authorities against two Rolling 
Meadows youths arrested Saturday In 
Kearney, Neb. 


The youths, 15-year-old boys now In the 


custody of Platt County authorities, 
could be prosecuted on the federal count 
If the FBI decides to preis charges, ac- 
cording to Harold Kotschwar, Nebraska 
Stale Patrol criminal Investigator. 


Kolschwnr confirmed Tuesday that 


federal laws Involving the transportation 
of a stolen car across state lines were vio- 
lated by the (wo youths when they took a 
vehicle from Illnckley, 111., and fled to 
Nebraska. 


The jmcnllcs stole the car early Fri- 


day after they fled Rolling Meadows late 
Thursday where police nabbed several of 
their friends In n house burglary. The 
youths and their friends have been de- 
scribed by police as a local gang who 
went on n "fast burglary spree" late last 
week while their parents were away 
from home. 


"TIIK VIOLATION IS there," Kotsch- 


war said Tuesday, adding: it will be "up 
to the FBI" to decide whether the youths 
will be prosecuted. "Wo have been In 
touch with the local FBI agent here (In 
Omaha)," Kotschwar said but added 
there has been no Indication on what ac- 
tion the federal agency might take. 


An Omnha FBI spokesman said Tues- 


day the decision to prosecute will rest 
with the U.S. Attorney's office. Spokes- 
men In the U.S. attorney's offices In 
Omaha and Lincoln said no action had 
been taken on the cue. 


The two boys currently face one count 


each of strong-armed robbery for a gro- 


cery store theft in Duncan, Neb. on Fri- 
day. Kotschwar said the two walked into 
the small Platt County store being at- 
tended by a 16-year-old boy, knocked out 
the lx>y and tied him up in the back of 
the store. 


The youths mode off with between $155 


and $185 from the cash register. Kotsch- 
war said $111 of that has been recovered. 


Another count of assault with a deadly 


weapon has not been pressed against the 
two, Kotschwar said, because a gun re- 
ported stolen in another robbery in which 
the two were thought to be involved was 
not found In the youths' possession. 


THE ROBBERY was part of a string 


of small burglaries for which Rolling 
Meadows police said the two and four or 
five friends were responsible. The thefts 
involved the youths taking small Items 
from houses and garages. 


Kotschwar said the two boys apparent- 


ly left Rolling Meadows late Thursday 
after panicking when their friends wcro 
arrested and police began a search for 
the pair. 


The two stole a car early Friday in 


, lilncklcy, about 25 miles west of Aurora 
and fled the state to Nebraska, Kotsch- 
war said. They drove to Duncan, Neb., 
where they apparently ran out of money 
and robbed the store, he said. 


The two then drove to Alda, Neb. 


where the car, a 1968 Chevrolet, banked 
into n drainage ditch. Kotschwar said the 
youths apparently become angered and 
demolished the vehicle, breaking its win- 
dows and completely destroying the car 
body. 


They then hitchhiked to Kearney where 


they tried to steal another car from a 
nearby form.

Tito Immediate objective Is to build 267 


townhouscs on a 30-acro site northeast of 
tho hotel, Richards Group officials said. 
In order to have more lime to work on 
the housing plan, an attorney for Arling- 
ton Park said he will file this week for 
in extension of tho track's five-year an- 
nexation agreement with the village.

Claim unfulfilled services, facilities 
Condominium owners gripe at meeting 


The developer of Colony Country con- 


dominiums at tho Old Orchard Country 
Club in Mount Prospect came under firo 
last night as residents raised questions 
about what they charged were unfulfilled 
services and incomplctcd facilities. 


"Wo paid for quality condominiums," 


said ono resident, Frank Boegc. "We 
don't have quality. It's like a pigpen." 


Bocgc was among somo 45 con- 


dominium owners who met informally at 
the country club with two representa- 
tives of Arthur Rubloff & Co. Chicago, 
which Is managing the Colony Country 
Unit I condominium building. 


The group selected three representa- 


tives to tour tho building and report any 
problems to the developer, Hollywood 
Builders, Chicago, which was not repre- 


sented at the 2'/i-hour session last nighC. 


COMPLAINTS VOICED at the meeting 


were plentiful and varied. Among them: 


• Security. Locks are broken and 


doors to the building "arc always wide 
open." In addition, it was charged, street 
lights have not .been installed. "We've 
got a mess of women here," said one 
resident. "What if one of them were at- 
tacked? What would happen then?" 


• Maintenance. Hallway carpeting has 


not yet been laid, and, residents charged, 
hallways have not been swept in tho 
meantime. "There aro some cigarette 
butts lying there for six, seven weeks," 
one resident said. 


• Expenses. "We don't have a sauna; 


we're paying on that. We don't have a 
pool; we're paying on that. We don't 


have a recreation building; we're paying 
on that," said Carmella Abbate. "I've 
been here three months and I don't have 
anything more than when I came in." 


• Roads. There Is a large bump on 


Picadilly Circle and a hole in the road at 
the curve, residents said, causing near- 
accidents.

pany, told the residents "We're trying to 
do the best we can, believe us. We're 
trying to represent you." He character- 
ized the residents' comments as "justifi- 
able complaints" and said they would be 
taken up with Hollywood Builders. 


Besides challenging the developer,

face the golf course, Who should pay for 
a commuter bus, Should there be wallpa- 
per in the halls or barbecues on the bal- 
conies.

Erviti controversy takes 
twist; board urges support

Board of Education has Issued a state- 
ment asking administrators and building 
leadership personnel la support Supt. 
James Ervili "in the remaining one year 
and 10 months of his contract." 


The board Issued (he surprise state- 


ment after a lengthy executive session 
with representatives from the Illinois As- 
soc. of School boards (IASB). 


Sources close to the district maintained 


almost up until the time tho statement 
was Issued that negotiations between tho 
board and the superintendent were pro- 
ceeding In an attempt to renegotiate tho 
remaining two years of Ervlll's contract 
and terminate his four-year association 
with tho district. 


The board net Its meeting Monday as 


the date for telling how the problem that 
has clouded Ervitl's suncrintcndcncy 
since March would be resolved. 


In March, principals In tho district sent 


Ervlll a letter citing five main griev- 


ances regarding personal and education- 
al Issues. 


THE 
BOARD STATEMENT listed 


three main board findings which were 
made during the post several months the 
board has been wrestling with the prob- 
lem of restoring some degree of harmony 
in the district. 


The findings arc: 
• "Our entire team has made great 


efforts to resolve the list of concerns pre- 
sented earlier this year and the related 
issues which have grown out of this dis- 
cussion." 


• "Although some specific concerns 


have been resolved to everyone's relative 
satisfaction, it has been accomplished 
only through no small Involvement of 
time from all of the parties involved." 


"The slow progress being made in weld- 


ing together an effective management 
team appears to be due more to manage- 
ment style than a difference in education- 
al objectives." 


"Therefore," the statement continued, 


"based on the foregoing findings, we 
wish to give our administration and staff 
tho direction it needs to carry out our 
educational objectives in the coming 
school year." 


"WE CALL UPON OUR central ad- 


ministration to continue its effort to in- 
v o 1 v c principals in decision-making 
which involves them. The investments in 
time required for this approach should 
pay off handsomely in greater under- 
standing and trust in future educational 
goals, policies and decisions." 


The prepared statmcnt concluded "We 


are firmly committed to a change to 
more open management style. We call 
upon all of our central office adminis- 
trators and building leadership personnel 
to give full support (a our superintendent 
in the remaining one year 10 months of 
his contract."

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Police seek two 
track employes 
in man's death

Arlington Heights police are seeking 


two track employes for questioning in 
connection with the death last week of 
a stable hand from California. 


John H. Walker, 51, Covina, Calif., died 


last Thursday at McNcal Memorial Hos- 
pital, Bcrwyn, of what are believed to be 
head injuries. A preliminary coroner's 
report said Walker's injuries were the re- 
sult of "numerous blows" to the head. 


Being sought by police and agents for 


the Illinois Bureau of Investigation are 
Stanley Woods and John "One 
Step 


Jack" Cochran. 


According to police, Walker was found 


lying unconscious in a parking lot of Ar- 
lington Park by Woods and Cohcran 
about 10 a.m. on July 31. Walker and 
Cohcran reportedly told police earlier 
that they thought Walker was intoxicated 
and placed him in the back seat of his 
car. 


THE PAIR REPORTEDLY returned 


to the car about 4 p.m. that same dav 
and decided to drive Walker to Haw- 
thorne Park, Cicero, where his wife 
worked. Woods, police said, drove Walk- 
er there while Cochran remained at Ar- 
lington Park. 


A security guard at Hawthorne report- 


edly told Woods to drive the still uncon- 
scious Walker to the hospital for treat- 
ment. Arlington Heights police said 
Walker was admitted with a large lump 
on the back of his head ami hemorrhag. 
inc. 


Walker died of the injuries early In the 


morning of Aug. 15, police said. 


A member of the Cook County coro- 


ner's office contacted Arlington Heights 
police last weekend and said foul play 
could be involved in the victim's death. 


WHEN ARLINGTON Heights detec- 


tives attempted to question Woods and 
Cohcran about the incident, it was dis- 
covered that they had left the track. The 
pair reportedly had moved out about a 
week ago, police were told. 


Cochran was described as 36 years old, 


of medium height and having a slim 
build. Ho has reddish hair and mous- 
tache. Police said he is widely known as 
"One Step Jack" because of a noticeable 
limp.

12 churches In Arlington Heights asking 
each of them to provide volunteers for 
one month In anticipation of enrolling 
more persons In the program. Already 
two churches have said they will partici- 
pate, he said. 


SIX PERSONS ore currently receiving 


meals through Meals on Wheels, which 
was Initiated as a pilot project of the Ar- 
lington Heights Senior Citizens Commis- 
sion. 


Charlton said the village carefully 


evaluates each applicant for the program 
to be sure they qualify for the delivery 
service. 


"If a person is too sick, then he or she 


shouldn't be left alone in the first place. 
And if he's able to get out and shop and 
cook for himself, then we feel he should. 
That leaves a very narrow range of per- 
sons who should be In the program," he 
told the village board's public relations 
committee last week.
